Train Falls Off a High

passenger train wreck occurred here 
early this morning on the approach 
to the high bridge of the Southern 
Railway over the Elowan River.

The Cretan question is 
still absorbing the attention of Europe, 
and the newspapers here are full of 
speculation from all the capitals as to 
the next move of the powers. All kinds 
of so-called semi-official statements 
are afloat, and many of them are un- 
doubtedly balloons launched by the 
various governments in order-to test 
the drift of popular and ministerial 
feeling in the matter. An idea, how- 
“6ver, i8 gaining ground that there will 
be no war, and that Greece must climb 
down. <An indication of this is shown 
in a statement of M. Zaimi, president 
of the Greek chamber, telegraphed here 
today, in which he says he is person- 
ally disposed to accept the proposal of 
autonomy for the island of Crete as a 
step toward its annexation to Greece. 
"The fact is that Europe, even among 
the people who supported the Greeks 
when they thought their object was the 
freedom of the Cretans, is now tiring, 
and it is seen that the sole aim of the 
Greeks is annexation. 

“The news of Commodore Reinock’s 
perfidy in not communicating to the 
insurgents the remonstrances and. de- 
mands of the powers, as well as their 
proposition to grant autonomy to the 
is] as been a severe blow to the 
caWsé of Greece, while a le m W. 
J. Stillman, formerly © Uni! ed’ States 
Consul at Canea, to the Times, has 
thrown further unpleasant light upon 
the Greek methods. Mr. Stillman says 
that at the end of the long revolt of 
1866-69, the Cretans obtained conces- 
sions which afforded most complete sat- 
isfaction. Mr. Stillman ,as United 
States Consul at Canea, was the inter- 
mediary between the insurgents and 
the grand viziers. At that moment the 
Greek government stopped the supply 
of food and powder, which largely came 
from the foreign Cretans’ committees, 
and sent to Crete a band of volunteers, 
commanded by Chief Petrorofuliskis, a 
friend of the then Turkish Prime Min- 
ister. This chief, unopposed by the 
Turks, took command of all the in- 
surgent forces, ange. 
shot, yielded the isfand to the Turks, 
not even stipulating that amnesty 
should be granted to the chiefs, and the 
revolt was suppressed in the moment 
of its triumph by its Athenian friends. 
Mr. Stillman adds that he can give all 
the details of this infamous transaction 
from personal participation. 

But the foregoing shows that it is 
the policy of the King of Greece and 
of a large part of the Athenian states- 
men to fefuse any settlement of the 
Cretan situation except annexation to 
Greece. 

The cabled story from. New York of 
the Greeks drawing back from sailing 
on the Sarnia has been widely printed 
here, and, coupled with the news from 
Athens thousands of reserves 
supposed to be to meet the 
Turks have failed.to’ respond to the 
call to arms has created an unfavor- 
able impression. In addition the tales 
of enthusiasm in Greece are said to 
have been grossly exaggerated. There 
is plenty of noise in the _ streets, 
chiefly from the foreign volunteers, 
but the government is meeting with 
very serious difficulty in the mobiliza- 
tion of the Greek recruits. The foreign 
volunteers ..are a motley crowd, every 
province being represented by different 
dress. Walking in the streets of Athens 
are seen Albanians and Macedonians 
in kilts, Thessalian peasanits and 
Aegean islanders in baggy Turkish 
trousers and Italians in a sort of bri- 
gand castume. Most of them are sent 
t6-the frontier as they are, owing to 
lack of uniforms. | 

There is little doubt that Greece is 
disapointed at the attitude of the Bal- 
kan States, which have apparently de- 
Fcided to sit on the fence awhile. Ac- 
‘cording to one authority, Russian influ- 
ence has been brought to bear. on Sofia 
and has prevented Prince Alexander’s 
visit from resulting in a definite un- 
derstanding with Servia and Bulgaria 
regarding the future of Macedonia. 

The latest indications tonight point 
to a pacific blockade of Greece, and 
that it will be enforced Monday next. 


Disqualified -Pacificators. 


NEW YOR March 13.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from St. Petersburg says: 
The Petersburger Zeitung asks whether 
King George can really be in earnest 
in talking of Greece’s mission being hu- 
manity, faith and freedom when his 
representatives in Crete have massa- 
ered at least 400 Mussulmans in Sitia 
alone. It says that they have murdered 
thirtv-two women and seventy-one 
children, afterward amusing themselves 
by cutting off the ears and noses of 
the little girls, and wounding women 
and children, according to the latest 
dispatches. With weapons the Chris- 
tians in Crete are unfortunately neither 
better nor more cultivated than the 
Mohammedans, whose numbers they 
double. If.such brutal events can take 
place while 3000 Greek troops remain, 
they are not fitted for the task of 
pacification.

in New York State, and had returned. 
from Los Angeles to her home some 
time ago. Stassford found further 
that Robert McGarvin of McGarvin 
& Bronson, real estate dealers, who 
have offices at No, 220% South Spring 
Street, knew Miss Douglass and had 
been agent in making the original 
transfer of the property to her. 
Stassford then told Oliver that as 


the security was first-class the’ only | 


conditions on which the loan required 
were a certificate showing a clear title, 
and that Clark should produce Miss 
Douglass and have her identified by 
McGarvin. When Clark: was con- 
fronted by these requirements, he said 
he would try to find the lady, but did 
not know where she lived, and, in fact, 
did not know her at all except by in- 
troduction. j 
Affairs having thus assumed a some- 
what mysterious appearance, investi- 
gations were quietly made. The deed 
itself, which had been placed jin 
hands of the Title Guaranty Trust 
Company by the clerk, was taken to 
McGarvin, who compared the signa- 
ture with letters he had received from 
the real and original Miss Harriet M.

Somewhat baffied by this unexpected 
turn of affairs, the woman having thus 
escaped, the detectives, after running 
down any number of false clews, fin- 
ally arrested Clark last Wednesday on

way. Clark was placed in the City 
Jail, but his name was not placed on 
the blotter, for fear his capture would 
alarm the woman and cause her to 
leave town. *

“THE LIGHT OF THE FUTURE. 


A NOTED AUSTRALIAN SCIE 


WAY TO PRODUCE LIGHT WITHOUT 


NTIST HAS DISCOVERED A 
HEAT.

He is the Inventor of a Phosphorescent Lamp Which Gives Forth a 
“Cold” Light—Prof. Ebert Estimates That One-horse Power Will 
Operate Sixty-four Million of These Lamps—What 

Tesla Has to Say.

XPERIMENTS,, are now being 

carried on in Europe which 

scientists think may revolution- 

ize the whole lighting system of 
the world. The incandescent and arc 
lamp as we now have them, will be- 
come obsolete and the promises of the 
Thesla system of illumination will not 
need to be fulfilled. The scientist con- 
ducting these experiments is the great 
Austrian physicist, Puluj (pronounced 
Puluie) whose researches and discover- 
ies in the domain of what is known] 
as “cold light,’’ havé given him promi- 
nence and standing in the scientific 
world. Fifteen years ago he invented 
a so-called phosphorescent lamp. It 
excited little comment.at the.time,as 
it was thought to be but an innovation 
of the tubes of Geissler or Crookes. 
But in the light of modern ether theo- 
ries-it has taken on vast importance. 
It generajes, not only very # intense 
Roentgen rays, but it also transforms 
nearly all of the energy of the electric 
current into light. It emits an intense 
greenish-white light in sufficient quan- 
tity to “illuminate 2 small room.” Prof. 
Ebert, the well-known German scientist, 
has made measurements which show 
that a*single horse power of ‘electric 
energy would be sufficient to operate 
46,000,000 Puluj lamps. 

This simply means that we are on the 
verge of a-vast discovery in electric 
science.. Taken in connection with a 
recent statement of Prof. Oliver J. 
Lodge, we can well believe that the 
lighting system of the future will be 
little short of marvelous as far as 
the generation of the light is concerned. 
Prof. Lodge, who is the head of the 
Department of Experimental Physics 
in University College, Liverpool, says 
that “if mechanical energy can be con- 
verted entirely into light, alone, one 
man turning’ the crank of a suitable 
machine could generate enough light 
for a whole city.” Puluj ¢laims that 
his lamp fulfills this condition, and is 
working hard to bring it down to a} 
practical bacis: If he does so, he will 
have perfected the most economic light- 
ing system in the world. 

THE LIGHT OF THE FUTURE. 

These statements may be said to 
recount the initial attempts to produce 
what is popularly known. as ‘‘the light. 
of the future,’ It is the dream ~ of 
scientists at the present time to pro- 
duce lights without heat. That. is-to 
perfect a system in which every bit 
of the producing energy will be turned 
into light. As out. electric lighting 
system now exists, only from one to 
three per cent. of one hundred per 
cent is expended in light. The rest 
of the energy passes off in the form of 
heat. It is this immense waste of 
energy which makes it necessary for us 
to employ steam engines, dynomos 
and expense-creating apparatys of all: 
kinds in. producing what is after all 
but a mere residue of illumination. In 
short, to produce two or three per cent. 
of illumination, we are compelled to 
throw away ninety-seven or ninety- 
eight per cent. of heat. Scientists, then, 
are striving to save this immense waste 
and this practically is what Prof. Lodge 
means by saying that if it. becomes 
possible to convert mechanical ehergy 
inté light alone, a whole city might 
be lighted by the simple ‘turning of a 
crank shaft. 


WHAT THE NEW LAMP IS LIKE. 


Puluj’s lamp is not operated by dy- 
namos or storage batteries. It oper- 
ates with a different kind of electric 
current. It is lighted by means of an 
induction eoil or a> glass-plate electric 
machine. The _ static electricity thus 
produced is the same in every respect 
as lightning. it is atmospheric and 
voltage or electro-motive force is so 


the air. It need, therefore, surprise no 
one to know that the lamp of Puluj 


pitch. 


lamp and a constant stream of radiant 
electric matter flows from it and bom- 
mards the painted sheet of mica, which 
immediately glows with an intensely 
brilliant phosphorescent light. 

This is Puluj’s lamp as it exists today. 
The heat evolved from it is infinitesi- 
mal in quantity. Nearly all of the 
energy put into it is converted into 
light. It is, therefore, the nearest pos- 
sible approach to cold light that has 
yet been made. But it is not in its 
present stage available for general 
lighting purposes. Puluj is experiment- 
ing. with a view to arriving at a solu- 
tion of the obstacle. It is his belief 
that the general advancement of light- 
ing and the solution of the prob- 
lem of making light without heat 
will be found by chemical means, 


| He-is earrying on a series of investt-, 


gations to the end of producing a chem- 
ical lighting system. Not the produc- 
tion of light through the consumption 
of chemicals, but, as far as can be 
learned, the chemical conversion of the. 
ether into light. It is not easy to 
imagine how this is to be done, but 
such is the statement. Puluj, if the 
fates smile on~his experiments, will 
some day base an ether system of light 
production on his little lamp. He is 
seeking to devise some . method for 
oscillating the ether so as to produce 
light. In case of success his lamp would 
become an object of great interest. 
Great obstacles lie in the way, and for 
the sake of the uninitiated, a little - 
planation may be necessary. . 

The man who maintains that “the 
sun do move” will declare that it is 
also the source of light. But the mod- 
ern scientist, while acquiescing in the 
fact, will add that light is a condition 
of the surrounding ether which may on 
occasion be disturbed or regulated so 
as to preduce_a concentration of illum- 
ination at a certain point. This point 
may be either .a~Puluj lamp or some 
other agent, it matters not just now. 
The object to be sought is the method 
of concentration. Light travels at the 
rate of 185,000 miles a second. In trav- 
ailing at this great speed the ether or 
atmosphere which conveys the light is 
vibrated up and down, sideways and 
crosswavs. at the rate of many trillion 
oscillations per second. Thus it not 
only goes forward at great speed, but 
it also vibrates in its passage. To 
make light of this nature it would 


therefore be necessary to ca se the | 
‘ether to oscillate at a,trem rate. 
Prof. Lodge estimates that fo produce 


ether waves one metre in length would 
require 300,000,000 oscillations per sec- 
ond. Now when a Leyden jar is dis- 
charged of its electricity the latter dis- 
turbs the ether surrounding the jar and 
carves it into waves which travel away 
into space with a velocity of 185,000 
miles ver second, the same velocity as 
that of.light. But the oscillatory power 
is not sufficient to produce light. Here 
a discrepancy creeps in. Again quoting 
~Srof..Lodge, it may be well ta point out 
that “a common pint Leyden jar dis- 
charging through a pair of tongs may 
start a system of ether waves each not 
longer than about fifteen or. twenty 
metres, and its rate of oscillation will 
be something like ten million per sec- 
ond. A tiny thimble-sized jar, over- 
flowing its edge, may propagate waves 
only about two or three feet long.” It 
will thus be seen that the rate of elec- 
trical oscillation capable of being pro- 
duced by apparatus now obtainable is 
not sufficient to cause an appearance 
of sustained light. Oscillators have 
been made with a capacity for generat- 
ing ether waves 1900 kilometers or 1200 
miles long, but the rate of their oscilla- 
tion (157 complete swings per second) 
is not sufficient for practical: purposes. 
The object aimed at, then, by scientists, 
is to produce an oscillation of electrical 


waves which will equal the oscillation 


of the ether when wroughteup to a light

That is, the discharge from a very thin 
coating will produce a greater number 
of oscillations than one from a thicker 
coating. Calculations show that if the 
coating could be made as small as the 


the oscillations would reach many bil- 
lions per second. To produce this’ ex- 
tremely thin coating is the great prob- 
lem, for if this molecular film could dis- 
charge its electricity in conjunction 
with the molecules surrounding it, oscil- 
lations would be produced which might 
under certain circumstances be per- 
ceived as light. If the frequency is 
greater than .700,000,000,000, ultra violet 
or X rays would be produced. 
HOW DAYLIGHT IS MADE, 

If it is possible to so vibrate the ether 
as to cause it to produce light, we 
would get a very near approach to day- 
light. Phosphorescent substances 
brought within range of the oscillating 
machine could be made to glow vividly. 
It is probable that the energy of the 
oscillator would be made to flow to two 
reflectors or plates placed opposite each 
other. Certain objects held between the 
reflectors would give off light. It is 
found that where a vacuum is con- 
cerned the rate of oscillation need not 
be so high in order that light may be 
produced. Even now, if a Puluj lamp is 
held between two metal surfaces which 


circuit, the lamp will glow, even though 
no metal connection be made between 
it and the surfaces. In short, the mole- 
cules of the atmosphere, or, to be more 
exact. the ether, is more easily affected 
in @ vacuum than under ordinary condi- 
tions. 
Tesla once made a remark which was 
full of the spirit of future progress in 
the matter. “It is of not little inter- 
est,”’ he said, ‘“‘to contemplate that we 
have a possible way of producing—by 
other than chemical means—a veritable 
flame which would give light and heat 
without any material being consumed, 
without any: chemical process taking 
place, and to accomplish this we only 
need to perfect methods of producing 
enormous frequencies and potentiais.”’ 
These words of Mr. Tesla contain a sug- 
gestion, the full meaning of Which has 
lately been more thoroughly under- 
stood. To produce something from 
nothing has ever been a great human 
problem, not always solvable. Here is 
a great scientist pointing out a scien- 
tific way of accomplishing the feat. 
The hidden meaning of the remark 
is not hard to discover. His words 
would seem to intimate that we 
have been employing exceedingly crude 
methods of light production; that in the 
laboratory of nature means and mate- 
rial exist which may be procured and 
used for the mere asking; that our 
proper course would be to first see how 
light is produced in nature and then, as 
far as possible, go and do likewise. The 
harnessing of the ether means the solu- 
tion of any great secrets of the uni- 
verse, the utilization of natural light, 
the subtle transmission of speech 
through miles of space, and the great- 
est triumph science has yet known.

M. d’Enjoy sur- 
rounded the savage with a ring of 
coolies, and the prisoner vainly en- 
deaver to escape by butting his cap- 
tors with his head. 

The explorer came upon the home 
of his captive. a long tunnel in a great 
heap of dead leaves. Others of the 
tribe occupying the hut fled at the ap- 
proach of the strangers, leaving behind 
in the house a few polished stones, 
bamboo pipes, copper bracelets and 
pearl necklaces. Thes articles M.

obtained from the Annamites, with 
whom the former carry on an irregu- 
lar trade.

The skull of the Moi, if 
pure .blood, would, he thinks, tell a 
different tale. 3 

The Moi now occupy a forest area of 
Indo-China, though M. @’Enjoy believes 
that they once occupied the whole Indo- 
Chinese peninsula, They are exceedingly 
shy of strangers, and if pursued, they 
defend themselves with poisoned arrows, 
shot with unerring aim. A wound 
from one of these arrows is almost 
sure death. Besides this, the miasmas 
of the region they inhabit are especially 
dangerous to unacclimated travelers. 
It is the habit of the more civilized 
neighbors of the Moi to slay them at 
every chance, much as the Apaches are 
slain in Mexico by any rancher that 
falls in with them. M. d’Enjoy believes 
that if the mystery of the Mois is not 
soon penetrated, the whole tribe may 
be destroyed before anything further 
can be learned of them and their pos- 
sible tails.

Straightening Hunchbacks, 


[Exchange:] Dr. Calot of Paris, who

back all soldiers-out of camp without 
permission. There’s no help for it.”

I wonder if the incident recorded of 
an Illinois Irish infantryman at Shiloh 
was adapted from an ancient tale or 
was really *based on an approximate’ 
fact? As given over camp fires, it ran 
that the soldier, in the mad scurry of 
firing at will, at close range, got a sec- 
ond cartridge rammed down his Enfield, 
the first having missed fire, and in the 
smoke and excitement went on ram- 
ming down another after each unsuc- 
cessful attempt to fire the piece. His 
lieutenant, seeing that he was in trouble, 
angrily took the rifle, and with better 
success discharged it himeself with an 
explosion like that of a 24-pounder. The 
private, from behind the tree he had 
jumped to as the officer raised the gun, 
yelled out as the lieutenant went over 
backward: “For the love heaven, 
lieutenant, howld her sthrong; there’s 
foive more loads to come out.” 

However this may be, I have known 
soldiers, not necessarily, but probably 
Irish, to load up even more dangerously 
by-filling their rifle barrels with stolen 
whisky, putting a tiny plugin the nip- 
ple and with the muzzle tompioned, 
carrying the weapon so carefully on the 
march as to confirm suspicion created 
by a strong smell of villainous whisky. 
The recklessness of this is not realized 
until one considers that in campaigning 
a soldier’s life might easily hang on his 
ability to use his rifle promptly. | 
With all its rollicking deviltry, the 
Irish regiment was a model in its rela- 
tions with its chaplain. These chaplains 
were usually priests who held their 
lives cheaper than dirt: when duty 
called, and who, apart from their aler- 
ical influence with the soldiers’ were 
looked up to as men of courage, edu- 
cation, and great g0od-fellowship. They 
led better lives than, their fellow-offi- 
cers, but when it came to personal risks, 
sneers were turned to praise.

LOCAL ART AND ARTISTS, 


It is interesting to trace the 
history of art from its childhood to 
its maturity, and to note how its growth 
steadily keeps pace with the advance- 
ment of civilization. Primitive art 
was crude, presenting a mere dull out- 
line, devoid of sentiment and beauty. 
It was Christianity which first really 
gave a soul to art, and made it voice 
great truths which appealed to the 
higher nature of men, and now when- 
ever culture and refinement exist we 
expect to find in their midst the studio 
of the artist as one of. the prominent 
exponents of such culture, and the nat- 
ural compliment of literature and 
science. 

Art is indeed but another form of 
poetry, an epic written in color and 
atmospheric effects, such as stir the 
heart not less thrillingly than the 
grand poeifi With its rhythm and sweet- 
ness and eloquent power of expression, 
and we are glad to know that here in 
Los Angeles there is many a studio 
where the alphabet of art has been 
fully mastered and the rich treasures 
of the artist may be found. 

Yet there is one thing which is not 
to our credit. It is this: A large pro- 
portion of the fine pictures sold by our 
artists are purchased by eastern visi- 
tors, many of them from the great art 
centers beyond the Rockies, and who 
are so pleased with the work of some 
}ef-our-tocal artists that they extend to 
(them a generous patrenage, a patronage 
far more liberal than they obtain from 
our own citizens. Many a choice land- 
scape.is going out from our studios to 
tell of the wonderful charm of this sec- 
tion, the grandeur of our mountains; 
marvelous atmospheric effects 
which we witness here, the glory of 
our broad plains, and the transcendant 
beauty of our rock-walled cafions. 

The art centers of London are at 
present stirred to intense enthusiasm 
over California scenery as depicted 
upon some of the broad canvases by 


|} the artist, J. G. Borglum. The wonders 


of California’s’ landscapes have ap- 
admiration, but to his pocket, as 
well, and our artist is reaping a harv- 
est of good gold dollars, such as 
probably a decade of years would not 
have brought him here in our midst.

This was a question put to a direc- 
tor of a gymnasium, and the reply 
came, without hesitation, “leaping,” 
next to leaping he placed running and 
walking. In learning to leap, the most 
simple and harmless mode is to jump 
on level ground from one point to an- 
other, either taking a run or not lLe- 
fore the leap is attempted, as one 
chooses. 

The run, however, gives a certain im- 
petus to the body, and conseqeuntly en- 
ables a person to accomplish a far 
greater distance than when attempted 
without such assistance. It is of the 
first importance that the breath be 
drawn in@nd retained during the time 
of the greatest effort, which gives the 
chest more capability of supporting 
the-rest of the members, forces the 
blood into» the muscular parts and in- 
creases their strength. 

The two great essentials for good and 
safe leaping are lightness and firmness.

of the stove. Turn with a broad-bladed 
knife. It is fun to toast marshmallows 
on the end of long pins, if one is the

To make marshmallows is a much 
easier process than generally supposed. 
Proceed thus: Dissolve half a pound of 
clean gum arabic in a pint of water, 
strain into half a pound of confection- 
er’s sugar, stir until dissolved, and the 
mixture becomes as thick as honey; 
now add the beaten whites of four eggs, 
stir until it is no longer at all thick. 
Take a little out in a cup; dip a finger 
in, and if the mixture dees not stick it 
is all right. Flavor with vanilla to 
taste. Never fail to dust the tin with 
powdered starch before pouring the 
mixture out to cool.'-When cool; divide 
into squares with a sharp knife, dipped 
in cold water, or powdered with starch. 

Grease 4 saucepan, then put.in.a cup 
of brown or granwlated sugar, a cup of 
molasses and half a cup of milk, boil 
all together. gently for exactly fifteen 
minutes. then add a teaspoon of butter 
and the same of flour, first rubbed to a 
cream. Boil again, only for five. min- 
utes, then add half a pound of unsweet- 
ened chocolate, grated, boil another five 
minutes; if then it does not look thick, 
cook longer. Pour half an inch thick 
into shallow, greased pans, and be sure 
to mark into squares before it is quite 
cool. Flavor ‘with vanilla. These are 
delicious caramels.

It is not alone in this country that 
the great benefits arising from the 


“rest cure’ are acknowledged, ._On the, 


borders of a beautiful lake in Switzer- 
land is an institution entirely devoted 
to this form of treatment. The patients 
spend a great part of their time in 
bed, and at other times lie out on 
long chairs in the sunshine; not being 
allowed to do anything whatever, ex- 
cept, perhaps, talk to each other a lit- 


tle. For the first few weeks, at least, 


reading is forbidden, and not even 
writing letters, sewing or knitting is 
allowed. 

But why go to Philadelphia or 
Switzerland to enjoy the benefit of a 
treatment which every one can have 
to some extent in her own home, if she 
has. but the wisdom and resolution to 
demand it. To  seamstresses, clerks, 
employés in pres and shops, who have 
a never-ending struggle to make both 
ends meet, the “rest cure’ must for 
the most part be a beautiful and un- 
attainable ideal; but even these have 
generally their Sundays and evenings, 
and if, instead of sitting up half the 
night over so-called amusements, or 
spending the Sunday in gossip, they 
were to spend more hours in bed, they. 
would find a very great deal of benefit 
therefrom. 

Rest is not only a cure for most of 
the ailments of modern life engendered 
by hurry and ovyer-fatigue, but it is 
also a preventive of nervous and other 
diseases in the case of hard-worked 
people; and there is no rest so absolute 


as lying in bed in a darkened room. 


One of the hardest worked literary 
women that I ever met says that she is 
sure that she enjoys the good health 
which is hers because she spends one 
entire day out of every week in bed. 
‘‘When it so happens that I feel I have 
a few hours in which to take a holi- 
day,” said she—‘‘very rare occasions, 
however—I always find the best way 
to spend my time is in bed, occupying 
much of the time, if possible, in sleep. 
Next morning I get up absolutely re- 
freshed and enabled to do in the suc- 
ceeding days quite as much work as 
I could have done had I been working 
through the hours.devoted to rest, but 
without the great fatigue from which 
I should have otherwise suffered. 

This is a practice which may well 
recommend itself to others, especially 
to those who have to work late at night 
on some days in the week. It might, 
of course, bore some, people, but it is | 
worth trying.

Is it well with thee? Is it well with wy 
husband? Is it well with the child?—[I 
Kings, iv, 26. | 

T does not otcur to us that there 

was anything unusual in this form 

of salutation which the prophet 
Elisha instructed his servants to em- 
ploy in addressing the Shunamite wo- 
man as she was on her way to seek his 
aid. 

On the _ contrary, 
strongly of the customary greetings 
now employed by ourselves: “How do 
you do? How are the wife and chil- 
dren?” or “How are all at home?’ To 
inquire after one another’s health has 
become so- natural and commonplace 
by force of habit, as to perhaps to lack 
significance often, though sincere; yet 
on examination these forms of saluta- 
tion seem to convey the idea that we 
are all, like soldiers in battle, exposed 
to constant danger, and that hence as 
we meet each other in the daily 
changes of this earthly warfare, our 
friendly etings shape themselves 
into questions as to how it is going with 
us—each in his own especial portion of 

But our text suggests a threefold ap- 
plication to every human being to 
whom it is addressed: First, as-it may 
be considered in reference to the in- 
dividual himself; second, in reference 
to his relations toward others; and, 
third, in. reference to t life-record 
which he will hand down/to posterity. 

Hence it is asked, first of all, “Is it 
well with thee?’ It is a question which 
goes at once to the very center of all 
well-being, as it is aimed at the con- 
science of every child of man. For 
while—as evidenced by the woman’s. 
answer, “It is well,’”’ when her only 
son lay dead and& she had come in dis- 
tress to the prophet for help—this takes 
little concern of our mere temporal 
condition, which may be never so bad; 
yet, on the other hand, though -this 
may leave nothing to desire, it is quite 
possible that in all which is most essen- 
tial the case may be very bad. | 

The world, indeed, esteems that man 
happy, who, with the possession of 
abundant means, has also-the vigorous 
health which enables him to enjoy it. 
“Happy fellow,” it says of him; “his 
portion in life is an easy one.”” And he 
is envied by multitudes who are heav- 
ily overweighted as they toil up_ the 
road. But it is not possible for any 
human being to look beneath the sur- 
face and see whether it is really well 
with those who seem to be such = fa- 
vorites of fortune. For the question is 
one which addresses itself to the in- 
dividual himself, and the answer is 
Seldom given in words. But as God 
alone asks the question it is one which 
will not admit of either silence or eva- 
sion. The life, indeed, may refuse to 
speak, but the response will, neverthe- 
less, be made, and as it is recorded in 
the bock of life, so will it be either well 
* ill with him against whom it is writ- 
en. |

But, again, “Is it well with thy hus- 
band?” The question as thus asked 
touches upon the relation in which 
every human being stands toward all 
others, of which the marriage bond may 
be regarded as the highest expression. 
For as no man liveth to himself or 
dieth to himself, so, too, is his influence 
a factor for good or evil to all who are 
brought within its sphere. 

How is it, then, with thy husband or 
thy wife?

1 is for a centerpiece measuring from 
14 to 24 inches square.

‘inehes square; according to the use to 
which it may be put.

The lattice at the corners, if embroid- 
ered in a light corn color, with phle 
blue stitches where the lines cross, will 
result in a pleasing effect, and the oval 
medallion at the middle of each corner 
can be worked in pink, of the same 
shade as that employed for the spikes 
of flowers. 

The dolly, of course, should be car- 
ried out in the same combination of 
colors to harmunize, and where a little 
rarity is desired to coloring may be 
changed about, but should not be laid 
aside for others than the one employed 
in carrying out. the centerpiece.

Coventry Patmore, the Poet of Love. 


{Literary Digest:] Of the late Cov- 
entry Patmore, Mr. Ruskin once said: 
“You cannot read him too often or too 
carefully; as far as I know, he is the 
only living poet who always strength- 
ens and purifies; the. others sometimes 
darken, and nearly always depress 
and discourage the imagination they 
deeply seize.’”’ Mrs. Alice Meynell. 
who edited the volume of selections 
from Patmore called ‘‘Poetry of Pa‘ho 
and Delight,’ speaks of him still more 
rapturously as “the divinest voice of our 
time.’””’ The Saturday Review of Lon- 
don urged Patmore for the laureateship, 
and the Dial of Chicago thinks that 
after it became evident that neither 
William Morris nor Swinburne would 

willing to occupy the post “there 
was probably no other English pcet 
among the living so deserving of the 
appointment.” ‘And yet, beside such 


nothing of Tennyson and the Brown- 
ings, Patmore’s name, at the time of 
his death last November, was a com- 
paratively unknown one to the present 
generation on this side .of the sea. 

— ‘There is not much to tell about his 
life. He was born in 1823, in Woodford, 
Eng., the son of a well known editor. 
His full baptismal name was Coventry 
Kearsey Deighton Patmore. He pub- 
lished his first volume of poems at the 
age of 21, and three years later be- 
came assistant librarian in the British 
Museum, where he remained for twenty 
years. After leaving the museum he 
settled at Hastings, where he pur- 
chased a large estate, built a Catholic 
ehurch and remained until his death. 
His best known work, “The Angel in 


Fresh Literature, 


morality or immorality, is present in all 
things, perpetually obvious, and always 
able to take care of itself, that no work 
of art should have an avowed moral. 
Those principles are conspicuously 
illustrateé@ in the writings of Dr. Wat- 
son. Wittout didacticism they teach, 
and without effort they charm.

I recognize it in the sad talk 
of poor old Bows, the fiddler, when, in 
the night upon the bridge at Chatteris, 
he speaks to the infatuated Pendennis 
about the heartless and brainless ac- 
tress to whom they -both are devoted, 
and drops the stump of his cigar into 
the dark water below. I feel it in that 
solemn moment when, as the tolling- 
bell of the Charter-house chapel calls 
him for the last time to prayér, the 
finest gentleman in all fiction answers 
to his name and stands in the presence 
of the Master; and I say that there is 
ut one step from the deathbed of Col. 

ewcombe to the deathbed of William 
Maclure. 

“Through all that is finest and most 
precious in literature, like ‘the King’s 
yarn’ through the old cables ’of the 
British navy, runs that lovely note of 
poetry and pathos. So. from age to age, 
the never-dying torch _of genius is 
passed from hand to hand. When Rob- 
ert Burns died, in 1796, it might have 
been thought that the authentic voice 
of poetry had been hushed forever; but 
even then a boy was. playing on the 
banks of the Dee whose song of pas- 
sion and of grief would one day con- 
vulse the world; and the name of him 
was Byron. In that year of fatality, 
1832, when Crabbe and Scott and Goethe 
died, and when the observer could not 
‘ut remember that Keats and Shelley 
and Byron were also gone, it might 
again have been thought that genius 
had taken its final flight to heaven; but 
even then, among the pleasant plains 
of Lincolnshire, the young Tennyson 
was ripening for the glory that was to 
come. And now, when we look around 
us and see in England such writers 
as Blackmore, Thomas Hardy. and 
Rudyard Kipling, and im Scotland such 
writers as John Watson and Barrie, 
and William Black and Crockett, I 
think that we may feel, much as we 
reverence the genius of Dickens and 
Thackeray and George Eliot, and much 
as-we deplore their loss, that the time 
of ‘acute mourning for those 
leaders has come an end.” 


\ Kate Carnegie. 

(The Critic:] It is to Ian Maclaren’s 
credit, rather than otherwise, that 
“Kate Carnegie” is a jaded book, with 
the urge of publishers and the lash of 
the populace between its lines. Chains 
are chains, whether they be of silver or 
renown, especially to a man whose in- 
augural book was spontaneous, _in- 
evitable, a necessity to himself, written 
as all refreshing’ and discovery books 
must ever be written—to balance up a 
life. The fact that he gained his start 
by being asked to begin, is offset by 
the fact that no one could have stopped 
him after he had- once begun. Anyone 
could. have stopped him in “Kate 
Carnegie.” It was full of stopping 
»laces. No one knows this better than 
Dr. Watson. Did he not have to begin 
over again dozens of times? He dis- 
plays considerable material in his story. 
Tt is all displayed. The book is full 
of things good enough to be somewhere 
else. The Rabbi is delicately wrought, 
the minister’s notes are alive. The 
author is always at his best when the 
oath leads by a manse. When it does 
not, he makes one climbing over walls 
and unities, cutting across lots almost 
anywhere. He never waits for a turn 
in the road; he just turns it. His 
sketch of clerical housekeeping is 
happy, and the sympathetic touch that 
the Spirit of Drumtochty always has 
in dealing with audiences and listening 
people is particularly noticeable. It is 
a little wistful in a minister.

Regarding the claim made by certain 
critics in England, anent their ‘“‘dis-

‘boomed’ him in this country long be- 
fore his -own people awakened to his 
greatness. And did not Mrs. Browning 
find mdny of her earliest admirers 
among us? Yet the English reviewer 
clings to his ‘Red Badge’ myth: ‘After 
English praise, the author’s country- 
men reconsidered their verdict.’ ”

[Chap Book:] Why cannot the aspir- 
ing “writer recognize that there acitu- 
ally is a “school of journalism” open 
every day of the year, conducted’ on 
strietly competitive dines, with free 
| tuition, free criticism, and splendid 
, prizes for diligent and capable stu- 
' dents? The plain, unvarnished editor 
| against whom these “literary bureaus” 
' conspire is the head master of this 
school. He will judge your work on 
its merits; he will give you the advice 
of an expert; it may not be of the 
gentle, consoling, milk-and-watery kind 
you will get from James Knapp Reeve, 
but it will certainly be candid, final. 
He wants no intermediary _ between 
himself and you, his contributor. 
is a great deal more anxious to “dis- 
cover’ you than you are to impress 
him with your genius. The mere sus- 
picion that you have original matter 
concealed in your brain is enough to 
give him a sleepless night of hopeful 
anxiety. If you have anything in you, 
he will be the first to find it out; if you 
have not, all the “literary bureaus” in 
the world will not persuade him that 
you have. As for. “Hints to Begin- 


are full of them. They never went whin- 
ing with their manuscripts to obscure 
gentlemen in the depths of Ohio, but 
forged their own weapons by study, 
reading, and incessant application. And 
so must every one. The thing is so 
obvious that every one above the ca- 
pacity of a babe and suckling recog- 
nizes it instinctively; and yet there 
are thousands of credulous tyros in 
America with some vague ideas that 
editors are banded. together into a 
close-fisted corporation hostile to new- 
comers, who spend troubled nights 
devising an elaborate machinery for 
the bombardment of newspapers, when 
an envelope and a two-cent stamp 
are more than sufficient. If they take 
any pleasure in being hoodwinked by 
“literary bureaus,” and stranded with 
a much-lightened purse among a crowd 
of unheard-of papers, they will find op- 
portunities in plenty; for these repa- 
cious incubators are always ready to 
welcome another helpless infant. But if 
they want to save their money for 
fother and more profitable purposes, to 
become contributo to respectable 
journals, and gain some knowledge of 
the simple business details of their 
profession, we should advise them to 
have nothing whatever to do with 
“literary bureaus,”’ but deal directly 
with editors themselves.

Gerald Stanley Lee discusses Zang- 
will in the Critic of February 27, after 
the following very readable manner.

Proof That There Was Really a Trinity of Patricks—Accepted Versions 
of the Life of Ireland’s Apostle Absurd, Anomalous and Im- : 


possible—- Shearman Sets 


All Difficulties at Rest. 


July 6 the Real “Patrick’s Day.” 


[From a Special Contributor to The Times. ] 


N March 17 Irishmen and the de- 
scendants of Irishmen all the 
world over celebrate the reputed 
birthday of St. Patrick, - 

But of which St. Patrick?—for ac- 
cording to modern Irish archaeologists, 
there were no’less than three saints o 
the name, each and all apostles and 
pioneers of the Christian faith in Ire-| 
land. . 

If the French maxim that “nothing is 
sacred to the. sapper’’ be true, how 
much more than true the dictum that 
“no tradition is safe from the investi- 
gating antiquary?” For centuries Irish- 
men have believed religiously in one St. 
Patrick; and this, in spite of the num- 
berless obvious absurdities in his ac- 
éepted life. The discovery that “St. 
Patrick” was really a trinity; or, to re- 
move from the -perilous region of the 
expressive but dangerous ‘“‘bull;” that 
the name “Patrick’’ was really a gen- 
eric Sfyle or title applied in turn to 
three distinct personages, will come in 
the r.ature of a shock to most sons of 

Such, however, is the case brought 
ou’. by a number of the prominent Cel- 
tir, scholars of the day, and, in so far as 
evidence goes, the case seems to be an 
excellent one. The as yet unpublished 
work of the late Rev. Dr. J. F. Shear- 
man, fellow of the Royal Irish Acad- 
emy, On the subject, is'expected to con- 
éentfaté all the arguments and estab- 
lish the Patrician trinity forever. Dr. 
Shearman (whose history is shortly to 
be published) contends that the three 
St. Patricks, who are confused under 
one head, were: (1) Palladius, the Pa- 
trician, first missionary to Ireland, 
known as the First St. Patrick; (2) Suc- 
Ghat, the Weishman, his successor, first 
bishop of magh, and known as Sen 
Patrick, or ‘old Patrick,” and (3) Pat- 


as “the third Paitrick.’”’ Although Dr. 
Shearman’s book is still in the press, 
certain papers published by him just 
defore his recent death, in the journal 
of the Royal. Archaeological Society, are 
amply sufficient to show . his opinions 
in the matter of the three St. Patricks. 
Dr. Shearman’s contentions were and 
are supported by such famous men as 
Sir William Wilde, .Dr. Graves, Dr. 
Stokes, Archbishop Trench, etc. The 
writer, in addition to examining former 
Shearman papers, has been permitted 
to inspect the forthcoming volume. 

To. begin with, no rational man can 
acoept the existing life of St. Patrick as 
fact. So confused, indeed, are the ac- 
éounts of Ireland’s “apostle,” that some 
superficial writers have denied the ex- 


istence of a Patrick, in toto. If we be- 
lieve the ‘Tripartite Life,” the history 


by Probus, and_the other published bi- I 


ographies, Ireland's apostle lived to the 
age of nearly 200 years, died twice dur- 
ing his own life, possessed no less than 
three distinct birthdays, and managed 
to visit almost every townsland and 


in Scotiand, Wales and France.. More- 
over, the histories have assigned him 
birthplaces in five different > countries, 


> 


and Ireland itself. “Altogether,” says 
Dr. Shearman, “if one were to’attempt 
to swallow ‘St. Patrick’s‘ life as told by 
the chroniclers, one must be prepared 
to look upon the adventures. of. Sinbad 
or the doings of Jack the giant-killer 
as gospel truth.” ‘This is strong lan- 
guage, but deserved. | 

The first glimmer of light upon the 
tangled skein of Patrician history came 
from Dr. Pétrie, father of the present 
noted egyptologist, Flinders Petrie. 
Dr. Petri suggsted that “Patrick,” or 
“Patricius,” might be merely a gen- 
eric title, given to: more _ one 
apostle, instead of being, as then sup- 
posed; an individual name. Dr. J. F. 
Shearman took up the thread where 
PS left off, with the results here 

ven. 


According to Petrie, Shearman ‘and 


their allies, the trinity of Patricks, is} 


easy of establishment. Recently dis- 
covered Welsh manuscripts threw néw 
light on the matter. These authorities 
describe the three apostles as follows: 

“Palladius was formally sent by Pope 
Celestine as minister to the Irish or 
Scots in A. D. 431. He was a Gaul by 
birth—which accounts for  Patrick’s 
birthplace being sometimes given as 
Southern France. Before leaving. for 
Ireland he was formally raised to the 
rank of ‘patricius,’ or patrician, of 
Rome, by the Pope, from which came 
his name of ‘Patrick.’ In the book of 
Armagh, one of the oldest existing 
Gaelic manuscripts, he is described as 
‘Palladius, otherwise called Patricius”’ 
His natal day is set down in the Roman 
calendar as July 6, hence if Irishmen 
really wished to honor their first Pat- 
rick they would do so in July instead 
of in March. The first Patrick spent 
but @ brief time in Ireland, however, 
being driven out by pagan chiefs and 
dying in Gaul about A. D. 432.” 

The second Patrick, known as “Old 
Patrick,” ws born in Wales at a place 
called Loughar, near Sawnsea, in A. 
D. 327. He, is still honored in Wales 
as Succhat, otherwise Padryg Maen 
wyn, and many veces are called after 
him there. His identity is established 
by the Welsh manuscripts in the Brit- 
ish Museum beyond any shadow of 

Gwydion, great-grandfather of this 
Patrick, was Prince of Northwestern 
Wales, or Mona (now Anglesey.) His 
son, Goronwy, Lord of Merioneth, was 
father of Alorydd, a small landed pro- 
prietor of Gwaedog. This Alorydd was 
Patrick Maenwyn’s father. Patrick 
was captured by Irish pirates, and 
served as aslave in Ireland from A. D 
388 to 394. Subsequently he made his 
way to France, and there studied under 
St. Martin of Tours. Roman records

Calphurn, was a Scotsman. It is sur 
prising that ‘there should have existed 
doubts regarding this man, as he has

record of his life. In this he says: “I, 
Patrick Mac Calphurn, or the son of 
Calphurn, the son of Potitus, was born 
at Bannaven in Tabernia, where my 
sire held a small estate, and at the age 
of 16 I was made captive.” | 

Now the valley of the Clyde was 
known from earliest days as Tabern 
Valley or Magh Tabern in Gaelic, 
Which the Roman colonists Latinized 
‘“Tabernia.”” Bannavenh was the old 
name for what is now “Kilpatrick,” or 
Patrick’s Church, on the Clyde near 
Dumbarton. 

The third Patrick was born A.D. 410, 
taken captive to Ireland A.D. 426, lib- 
erated A.D. 432, fled to Gaul, whence he 
came as the pupil of the second Pat- 
rick, then bishop of Armagh. He suc- 
ceeded as bishop and “Patricius”’ of 
Ireland in 455, and thereafter traveled 
through Ireland, baptizing and Chris- 
tianizing until his death, which oc- 
eurred March 17, A.D. 493, at the rea- 
sonable age of 83 years, and not at that 
of nearly 200 years, as has been alleged. 

The hymn of mourning written on 
this event by St. Fiacc, and still pre- 
served, would alone suffice to show that 
this Patrick was distinct from the other 
of the same name, his predecessor. St. 
Fiacc wrote: 
“This day our Patrick departed from us

The Cassava. 


[Florida Agriculturist:] Within the 
last few years the cassava plant (Mani- 
hot Aipi) has been gaining in favor 
with the farmers and producers in Flor- 
ida: It might be better to say “regain- 
ing.’’ as its culture seems to have been, 
years ago, quite general among the 
scattered settlers in the State. Justly 
so, because of its great value as stock 
feed. The same-process of analysis 
which shows that the grain crops of the 
North produce a feed perfect for the 
needs of a cold climate, also shows that 
in cassava we have the feed fitted by 
nature to meet the needs of a hot cli- 
mate. But beyond this there lies a 
future for the development and manu- 
facture of cassava which will justify 
the highest claims for its usefulness yet 
made by its friends. 


The value of cassava as a crop for the 
manufacture of starch and of glucose, 
dextrine and other products to be de- 
rived from starch, is unequaled by any 
other crop per acre. I copy an analy- 
sis from the Agricultural Department 
at Washington:

An analysis of the dry cassava root 
realizes 80.06 per cent. of starch. Raw 
trish votatoes realize from 7 to 25 per 
cent. starch, and maize (or corn) real- 
izes 81 per cefit:—-The quality of the po- 
tato starch is inferior to that from cas- 
sava, the starch grains averaging seven, 
times the size of that obtained from 
cassava.

Twenty-four hundred pounds of com- 
mercial glucose can be realized from an 
acre of cassava. 


In the culture of cassava gret care 
shouid ve exercised to get. good seed. 
Plant frem three to four inches deep in 
Squares from four to four and a 
feet each way. Cultivate both ways. 
Plant seed in the early spring. Culti- 
vate thoroughly until the first of June. 
After that date use sweeps; very shal- 
low culture to avoid injury to the soots. 


After the first of October the roots will 


be ready to harvest, but there is no 
hurry. as they will continue to grow 
until gathered. Before danger of frost 
the stalks should be cut and the hard- 
ened parts divided into convenient 
lengths and buried in a hole two feet 
deep, with six inches of sand covering 
them. This is the “seed,” to be planted 
the next spring, as above described, in 
ground thoroughly tilled. These stalks 
are cut when planted so that each seed 
will have five or six eyes. If fertilizer 
is applied, use 150 pounds of kainit, 150 
pounds of cotton seed, and seventy-five 
pounds of nitrate of soda per acre when 


planted, and sow fifty or seventy-five 


pounds of nitrate of soda broadcast at 
the beginning of the rainy season. This 
will insure a crop of from six to seven 
tons per acre, which will pay well. Cas- 
sava should not be raised on low 
ground. Too much moisture or too rich . 
soil, or over-fertilization tends to an 
over-production of stalk. 


These directions as to the raising of 
cassava are given here because the 
benefit of such a factory as this to the 
community lies in the fact that it 
furnishes a market for produce. And 
no mill can run without grist. The 
whole visible supply of cassava in this 
vicinity the present season is hardly 
sufficient to furnish a fourth of: the 
grist needed. The crop, once madé, can 
be harvested any month in the year, 


and the mill should run the year round, .~.....

Y FIRST view of Randsburg 
Was under a ghostly night sky, 
after a :thirty-mile stage ride 
across the wind-swept level. of 
the desert. Sentimentalists may. declare 
that the romance of travel has been de- 
stroyed by the railway, but after such 
a ride on the Colorado desert with the 
thermometer somewhere near the freez- 
ing point and the wind blowing a forty~ 
mile gale one is inclined to believe 
that reality in a Pullman is preferable 


to romance in a stagecoach. 


To be sure the railwa% journey from 
San Bern to Barstow, at which 
point the road fliverges to Kramer, the 
nearest station to Randsburg, is far 
short of comfo even though the trav- 
eler to the Rand have a first-class 
ticket, unless, indeed, he travel by 
night, when he is permitted to ride in 
the Pullman. Should he travel by day, 
however, he is assigned, in spite of all 
his protests, to the smoking car. A 
newspaper correspondent, even though 
@ woman, soon learns to conquer over- 
Squeamishness, but a ride in a car oc- 
cupied by Chinamen, negroes and emi- 
grants is hardly pleasant. In this spe- 
cial instance the brakeman seemed to be 
of such violent Calvinistic tendencies 
that he could not refrain from giving 
the passengers a foretaste of the future 
of the wicked. The stoves were heated 
until what there was of atmosphere 
fairly quivered, but deaf to all plead- 
ings to desist he heaped on more coal. 
Two drunken miners enlivened the 
weary stages of the journey by offer- 
ing their bottles to each and every pas- 
senger in turn, and the ubiquitous news 


- agent related his love affairs in a high 


falsetto voice to two Randsburg-bound 
females. 

After the monotonous désert land- 
scape the hills of Randsburg, even 
though seen under a night sky, have 
a charm of their own, and in the light 
of the sun they form a most pictur- 
esque setting for the town which is 
situated in a gulch and on the slopes 
of the adjacent ridges, The main street, 


- and the only one which is at all “right 


with the compass,” is Butte avenue, 
and houses are scattered over a wide 
area, seemingly without rhyme or 
reason. Every known variety of domi- 
cile, and some hitherto unknown, make 
up the town, the majority being “pinto” 
board shacks and ordinary tents. 
Joaquin Miller and Bret Harte have 


. created the belief that a mining camp 


is the scene of a pernetual blood-and- 
thunder melodrama, but Amer’can man- 
hood, even’in ‘the rough, can be relied 
upon to vindicate its reputation, and 
it was, therefore, with the utmost con- 
fidence that I, a “lone and _ solitary 


woman,” alighted at the one hotel of, 


the place and made my way into the 
*office.”” The crowd of men about the 


stove smoking, chewing, and exhibit-” 


ing specimens or ore to one another, 
made way respectfully, and then paid 
‘no further attention to me, which™was 
a rude form of delicacy much appre- 
ciated. Through the adjoining walls 
came the sounds of revelry and the rat- 
tle of dice boxes, while the tinkle of a® 
‘piano and the shuffling of dancers could 
be heard in the lulls of conversation. 
The hotel was formerly 20 feet wide 
by 100 feet long. The office was the 


- congregating place of all who could get 


in and stand about between the tables, 
for it was also the dining-room of the 
place, and when the meals were dis- 
posed of was utilized for a bedroom, 
cots and blankets, and even the bare 
ground serving for a couch to the 
weary. _There was an adjunct of a 
small tent in which were eleven cots, 
and this was called ‘‘Room 2.” Face- 
tious traveling men who had been to 
Randsburg, advised the unsophisticated 


“Room’2,” when visiting the place, ex- 
tolling the accommodations, airiness 
and space of that choice apartment. 

It was decided to enlarge the hotel, 
but with a large daily influx of guests 
it was somewhat difficult’ to accom- 
plish without closing business. It was 


done, however, by building the new 
structure over the old. The floors were 
laid while the office was thronged with 
guests, and bedrooms were taken and 
cheerfully occupied by as many as could 
get in, when there was no roof upon the 
building. A side ‘addition was made 
and the walls completed before the 
floor was placed. It was then found 
that it would be impossible to sink a 
large boulder that was on the ground 
in the middle of the room, and, incred- 


ible as it may seem, it was blown up 


with dynamite without any damage to 
the building. 

In this hotel office, mining men from 
South Africa, Cripple Creek, Oregon 
and Mexico compare notes and  ex- 
change opinions. .There are among 


‘them men of education and ability, 


‘who have studied chemistry and assay- 
ing in the most famous universities of 
-the world, and have visited all of the 
.8reat gold fields on the globe, as well as 
grizzled miners from northern camps, 


who “know ore,” and are experts not 


to be despised. All aré enthusiastic 
over the Rand district, and predict a 
great future for it. “If this proposition 
Were in Colorado, where the ore lies 
deep and mining is all a venture of 
luck,” said one of these men to me, 
“there would be a shaft on every claim, 
and millions of money would be in- 
‘ ‘vested, but here, where from the very 
surface down it is pay dirt, and men 
Can plow the ground and turn up 
wealth, they hang’on to claims 
like ‘grim death, refusing all offers to 
sell, and they ‘coyote,’ instead of sink- 
ing shafts. Most of the claim-holders 
they 


know placer-mining, nothing 


know 


~ @bout ore. What we want here is capi- 


tal to buy those fellows out and de- 
velop their holdings.’ 

I had always supposed “the great 
horn spoon,” by which the irreverent 
emphasize their declarations was an 
empty figure of speech and substitute 
for more sulphurous profanity, until I 
visited Randsburg. There I found it 
the titular deity, and the-only one in 
general reverence. It is consulted with 
all the gravity and more success than 
with which the Greeks sought the Del- 
phic oracle, and its decisions are given 

' fn @ manner to convince the wise and 
simple. 

The “great horn spoon” has neither 
“handle nor bowl,” but it is the horn 
of a cow, sawed longitudinally, and 
smoothed on the inside. Its natural 
accompaniment is an iron mortar and 
pestle, and to these the prospector 
submits his ore, pounding it to fine 
dust. He then places this “‘pulp,” as it 
is called, in the horn and rocks it back 
and fourth in water, eliminating in 
this way the ground quartz. The gold 


dust, should. there be any, sinks to 


bottom of the horn and adheres in 
shining grains, while the lighter mate- 
rial flows off with the water. ‘“‘Horn- 
“ing ore” is a most absorbing employ- 
ment, and it has a tragic side, too, for 
the decisions of the oracle of the 
“great horn spoon” have meant defeat 
and despair to many a seeker after 
fortune. 

There is a fascination about this 
whole business of wresting wealth 
from the primitive elements that 
charms thé “tenderfoot,” and gives 
him some understanding ‘of the life of 

miner. His daily occupation is a 

les of gambling, with nature as the 
Stakeholder, and there is little wonder 
that in his scant leisure he becomes a 
‘ lonate devotee of the green table. 
e-@rinks to relieve mental strain, and 
@ambling and drunkenness are the 
#eommon vices of miners. 
Bvery gambling house 


in Rands- | 
Shere: are dozen, densed;cream,-cahbage, 


is filled nightly, and eager crowds 
stand about the tables waiting their 
chance for a smile of fickle fortune. 
The bar runs wide open and at many 
of the gambling houses the scarlet 
woman is a prominent feature, She 
sells beer, shakes dice, sings, dances 
and drinks with the miner and is the 
lure for his ‘“dust.’’ Quarrels and 
shooting scrapes are frequent, and it 
is safe to say that the single newspa- 
per of the town leaves out of its col- 
umns every week enough sensational 
matter to make the fortune of a great 
city daily. There are 250 “sporting 
women” at Randsburg, who keep close 
within the walls of the resorts, and 


who ply their trade without let or 
Hindrance, ‘a necessary evil,’ the resi- 
dents say? .

the outlying camp, dressed in blouse, 
overalls and hob-nailed shoes, explain- 
ing with drunken gravity some “‘propo- 
sition” td one of his kind, who, equally 
maudlin, is talking at the same time, 
neither heeding what the other is say- 
ing. Tilted back on a chair against 
the wall is a prospector “down on his 
luck,” fast asleep under the combined 
influence of his potations and the heat 
of the stove. The mining expert, the 
capitalist, the tenderfoot all are here 
“picking up pointers,” and sprinkled 
about are the flotsam and jetsam of 
humanity that naturally drifts to a. 
mining camp. Crowds of men_ stand 
about “talking ore’ and interlarding 
their conversation with profanity. 
Half way down the hall a sodden- 
faced boy saws away at a fiddle with 
the expression of a sleep-walker, and 
by his side a murderous-looking Mexi- 
cans toys with a guitar. If they make 
any sound it is audible only a few feet 
away, so. great is the general hubub. 
At many of the tables . professional 
gamblers, cool, calm and silent, handle 
the chips; and roulette, faro and every 
other known game of chance is in full 
swing. From its platform in the rear 
of the hall comes now and then the 
notes of a piano, ‘:played-by a muscular, 
black-eyed woman with puffy eyelids 
and unnatural complexion, and then 
a bedizened creature, with a voice 
like a fish-wife’s, leers at her audience 
and sings some concert-hall ditty which 
they appreciate and greet with more 
or less enthusiastic applause. She 
comes down and moves among the men, 
drinking and exchanging ribald jests. 
The barkeeper, with his sleeves rolled 
up above his elbows, serves liquid re- 
freshments, and day and night these 
places are never closed, although they 
are seen at their busiest from nightfall 
till daylight. 

It is stated in the various accounts 
given of the discoveries in the Rand 
that F. M. Moores and others were the 
original finders of the Rand group, 
which led to other great discoveries in 
the district. This story is. emphati- 
cally denied by William Langdon, who 
states that in 1894, while engaged in 
mining at Summit, eighty-five miles 
distant, he made up his mind to go 
out prospecting for ore. Some time be- 
fore ht had become acquainted with 
@ man named Goler, who had crossed’ 
the desert in an early and found 
gold ore. From his descr on of the 
place Langdon believed it to be in 
what is now known as the Randsburg 
hills. He had befriended Moores and 
grub-staked him upon this expedition, 
and together they went to the hills and 
discovered the Rand group. They 
made a location, but, as no district was 
yet formed, no record was made of it. 
Langdon states that he left Moores to 
attend to his interest while he went to 
Oregon and Colorado, but when he re- 
turned, several months later, he found 
that Moores had, with others, re-lo- 
cated, and he was left out. Langdon 
has begun suit under the Federal laws 
to recover his interest, and he is said 
to have good prospects of success. 
Langdon is, by the way, one of the 
most interesting characters of the dis- 
trict, and has been a miner all his life. 
His experiences on the desert and in 
the mountains would fill volumes, and 
he has a most interesting manner of 
relating them. It was he who sometime 
ago found an old-fashioned Indian bot- 
tle half-full of gold-dust thirteen feet 
beneath the ground while prospecting 
in the deSert. 


One of the characters greatly in evi- 
dence in Randsburg is the local wizard, 
who claims to have the power of lo- 
cating gold, silver, water, gas or oil, 
and to tell how far they lie beneath 
the surface. He is long-bearded and 
long-winded, affecting scientific terms 
and profound wisdom. He carries in 
his pecket a black wooden knob with 
a brass star in the end of it, and in 
the sides of this knob are two small 
holes to receive a couple of whale-. 
bone rods tapering at one end, and 
wrapped with common copper wire. 
When he is practicing his “magic.” 
which the does for a consideration of 
$20, cash in hand, he removes his 
shoes from his feet and strides’ across 
the hill in sockless majesty, the wind 
waving his long whiskers, ‘mystery and 
speculation in his gaze, holding, of 
course, his divining rod in his hands. 
When he comes to-a place where there 
is ore, he declares that the rod will 
rotate of its own accord, and by the 
number and character of the rotations 


magic oil to the brass star on the end 
of the handle, just the depth of the 
ore below the surface, and its char- 
acter. Fifty claims have been “lo- 
cated” by the wizard, but, unfortu- 
nately for his “magic,” nothing has 
been discovered so far on any of them 
but sand and boulders, although some 


twenty feet instead of two or three, 
advised by him, and several of his dupes 
have sunk wells but found no water. 
In spite of these failures, the wizard 
solemnly assures ‘the stranger that his 
wand is infallible. When I suggested 
to him that it would be far more 
profitable for him to Aocate mines for 
himself instead of others, when he had 
an unfailing guide to wealth, he' de- 
clared that his love for mankind was 
so great that he would rather be its 
benefactor than the owner of the 
wealth of Ind, and pleaded the sim- 
plicity of the needs of a man of science. 

I was the first woman to enter the 
St. Elmo mine, which lies upon the 
desert six miles from both Randsburg 
and Johannesburg. The shaft goes al- 
most sheer down, and I confess to a 
thrill of terror as the bucket swung 
off and I began the descent into -the 
nether darkness. There is nothing 
specially startling in the sight of the 
tunnel, running a hundred feet along 
the course of ‘the vein at the depth

From é point of view the outlook 


from Johannesburg is alluring, from an 
aesthetic as well as financial plane. It 
is true that at Johannesburg, as well as 
at Randsburg, the saloon, the gambling 
hall and the courtesan are social fea- 
tures not to be overlooked, but there 
are reasons to believe that it may be a 
center of homes in the future, and that 
here will grow-up a city which will have 
a permanent life, and which will at- 
tract a railroad. 

The sampler works recently located 
at Randsburg buys the ore in small or 
large quantities from the miner, giving 
him 95 per cent. of the assay value, and 
it is shipped to Denver to the smelter, 
the producer paying the shipping 
charges. The ore of any lot is divided 
into four parts and. each of the four 


or fivé hundred pounds are taken out'at 
by two different machines and a small 
quantity of the pulverized material is 
rubbed in a mortar to a powder and 
then further ‘“pulped” on a azine 
metate: It is then equally divided 
between the assayist and the owner, 
so in case any fault should be found 
with the result another assay could be 
made. The assayist weighs and meas- 
ures, notes and records everything as 
he proceeds. He weighs his sample of 
the “pulp,” then mixes it with a chem- 
ical which causes the metal to sink to 
the bottom in a mass. This small mass 
is placed in a bone-ash tray and set at 
the mouth of a white-hot furnace, and 
all of the minerals remaining except 
gold and silver are either oxydized and 
pass off in fumes or are absorbed by 
the bone ash, leaving the gold and sil- 
ver.in shapé like a small button. This 
is placed in a retort and subjected to 
nitric acid, which. dissolves the silver 
and precipitates the gold in the form of 
a.fine powder. From.-the weight of the 
sample of gold the yield of a ton of ore 
can then be accurately computed, The 
stamp mills yield but 60‘per cent. of the 
assay value of the ore, and when the 
millfng charges have been paid there is 
but a small margin of profit for the 
miner. There are those who declare 
that the tailing pits of the stamp mills 
will Se worth a fabulous sum in a few 
years, when they Have “had deposited 
within them 40 per cent. of the rich ore 
,of the Rand that will be milled by them. 
After a while, when these tailings have 
so largely accumulated that nobody 
can compute to whom they belong, the 
mill owner will work them over and 
realize more than he could were he the 
owner of the richest single mine in the 
district. This is one of the features of 
the business that makes the miners 
long for the establishment of a smelter 
at Barstow, or some near-by point 
where there is plenty of water, and they 
declare that capital so invested would 
bring enormous returns, for tributary to 
such smelters would be the largest and 
richest ‘gold field of the world.

AFTER THE RAIN. 


How sweet the winds from out the West,

” is now ten years almost to a day 
“since Senator Sherman invited me 
to make a trip with him to the Isl- 
and of Cuba. Mr. Sherman was 

then President pro tem. of the Senate, 

and as such, by the death of Vice-Pres; 
ident Hendricks, -he was the acting 

Vice-President of the United States. 

Now Mr. Sherman is the head of our 

State Department, and one of the chief 

subjects with which he has to deal is 

Cuba. 

The trip which we made had no diplo- 

matic significance. It was merely a 

pleasure tour for fun and rest. Senator 

Sherman was tired out after a hard 


beautiful. The trees were loaded down 
With Spanish moss, which hung like 
sable silver beards from their numer- 
ous branches. The paimettos, ~with 
their tall, round trunks, bore aloft their 
palmy heads in the moonlight, and the 


fonly things heard were the rush of the 


steamer through the waters and now 
and then the splash of a crocodile as 
it crawled up the bank. 

After leaving the St. John’s we 
crossed the country to the Indian River 
and visited what is perhaps the finest 
orange region in Florida. Senator 
Sherman and the rest of us wandered 
about among the orange groves, pick- 
ing the luscious fruit from the trees 
and eating it. I remember Senator 
Sherman told us how: to peel an or- 
ange, and at one time there was quite

session of Congress, and took a party 
of a half-dozen Senators and friends 
along with him. He had with him some 
of the best fellows who ever came to 


the United States Senate. There Ww ere

derson of Omaha, who is naw acting as 
the attorney of the Burlington Railroad 
system; Gen. Anson G. McCook of New 
York, then the clerk of the Senate, Mr. 
Babcock, Senator Sherman’s private 
secretary, and a half-dozen ladies, the 
wives, daughters and nieces of the 
United States Senators. We spent some 
time in traveling through the South be- 
fore we went to Florida, visiting 
Charleston, Savannah and other points. 
Senator Sherman was the life of the 
party. He told numbers of good stories, 
and enjoyed himself like a boy out for 
a holiday. It was the same with Sen- 
ator Palmer, who now and then sang a 
Methodist hymn by way of variation, 
and with Gen. Manderson, who was the 
most indefatigable of all our sightseers. 
SOME EARTHQUAKE INCIDENTS. 

We met with funny incidents every- 
where. We arriyed in ,Charleston 
shortly after the earthquake, and Sen- | 
ator Sherman was much interested in 
investigating the destruction which had 
been occasioned by it. He asked many 
questions of the people concerning it. I 
remember one old colored woman with 
whom he conversed somewhat as fol- 
lows: 

‘Where were you, auntie, when the 
shock came?’ 

“I was in de church a-praying, sah,” 
the old negress replied. 

“And did you not out 2 . asked 
Senator Sherman. 

“No, indeed, I didn't, sah,’”’ was the 
hearty answer. “You see; massa, I 
knowed I was a sight nearder heaven in 
de church, and I thought if I died I’d 
get there shuah. If I died outside, I’d 
be nearder hell. So I just stayed and 
axed the good Lord to save me, and He 
it. 

At this the whole party of us laughed, 
and the old lady doubled herself up 
into a yah! yah! yah! as she went on. 

Another story which we heard at this 
time is especially applicable to the help 
which the Cubans need in their present 
struggle. It was concerning an old ne- 
gro who was out in the field in Charles- 
ton when the earthquake came. At the 
first shock he was frightened almost to 
death, and as the earth began to shake 
and tremble he dropped down on his 
knees and prayed: 

“O Lord! Come and help dis poh 
nigger. O Lord, come quick! Come 
Yourself! Don’t sen’ your Son. Dis am 
no place for chillen.” 

SHERMAN IN FLORIDA. 

We left Washington when it was cold 
and stormy. When we arrived at Jack- 
sonville* the weather was like June. 
lhe Senators went about without their 
overcoats, and the ladies ‘threw aside 
their sealskin sacques. We spent some 
time at Jacksonville, and then took a 
long journey up the St. John’s River. 
This is one of the most wonderful-+ 
Near 
Jacksonville it is like an arm. of the 
sea. The country through which we 
+ passed was picturesquely tropical. 
Live oaks and palmettos lined. the 
banks, and we rode for miles through 
a jungle as dense as that of the great 
Dismal Swamp. It was cool and pleas- 
ant in the evening, and the sunsets 
were the most gorgeous have seen in 
any country. As the sun began to fall 
the waters gradually turned from steel 
to gold. They put on all the colors of 
the rainbow, and after His Majesty, 
the lord of the heavens, had retired be- 
hind the palmettos, these colors were 
transferred to the sky, the goldem sil- 
ver of the clouds being only surpassed 
by the rippling golden waves which 
the motion of our steamer drove out 
upon the silvery sanas on the shore. A. 
little later on the moon came up, and 


a discussion among us as to the proper 
Way to eat this very juicy fruit. 
HE LIKED THE SPEECHES. 

At the stations along the railroads we 
met all sorts of queer characters. There 
were little negro boys selling flowers, 
and there were many admirers who 


came up in order to Shake Senator | 
Sherman’s hand. I remember the 
postmaster of one town where we 


stopped who achieved the distinction 
of bringing the blush to Senator Man- 
derson’s face. The young man was, TI 
judge, about 35 years old, and he had 
a voice like a calliope. As he saw Gen. 
Manderson he rushed up to him and 
held out his hand, saying: “Senator, I 
think you are the greatest man who 
ever lived. I like all your speeches and 
have a stack of them at home as 
big as a four-dollar Bible.” The Ne- 
braska Senator blushed, and he blushed 
the more when the young man began 
to quote from his speeches and to show 
that he was really telling the truth. 
ACROSS TO HAVANA. 

We sailed from Florida to Havana 
in the little steamer Mascot, stopping 
for a time at Key West. A great part 
of the voyage was taken during’ the 
night; and when we awoke we were in 
sight of Havana. Senator Sherman and 
all the party were.on deck as we 
steamed by Moro Castle, and as we 
came to anchor a steam launch sent 
by the Governor-General in honor of 
“Vice-President Sherman,” as the Cu- 
ban papers had it, carried us to the 
shore. We were landed in a sort of a 
court surrounded by low, red-tiled Cu- 
ban buildings. Dirty children, coffee- 
colored and black, half naked, sprawled 
here and there about the court, and at 
one end of it a shoemaker was work- 
ing at his trade in the open air. We 
rode in victorias through the narrow 
streets to the Pistage Hotel, and ate 
after the custom of the* country, our 
first breakfast of cranges, coffee and 
rolls, in a place which looked for all 
the World like a bar-rcom. Our hotel was 
the biggest hotel in Havana. It would be 
a curiostiy in America. It'was deco- 
rated in the brightest of colors. Senator 
Sherman had a room which was finished 
in sky blue. Senator Palmer’s ‘room 
was painted a rich Indian red, and my 
own room was as vellow as vold. There 
was no plaster on the ceiling, and the 
windows were as big, almost, 
sides’ of the«room, and on account of 
the heat they were kept open day and 
night. Our beds were of iron, and the 
mattresses were as hard as boards. I 
was told that most Cuhan beds had 
no mattresses. The sheets are stretched 
on wire frames, and one of the members 
of our party, who was rather longer 
than the average, told me that the 
sheet that was under him was no big- 
ger than a napkin, and that it kept him 
from sleeping by working out from un- 
der him and leaving his bare legs upon 
the naked wire. 


HOW THE CAPTAIN-GENERAL 
HONORED SHERMAN, 

We were treated with great honor by 

the Cubans. As soon as we argived the

Senator Sherman was first received. He 
had some conversation with the cap- 
tain-general, and a little later the cap- 
tain-general appeared with his family; 
and the vartv was introduced to them. 
None of the Senators snoke French or 
Spanish, and the captain-general’s fam- 
ily did not speak English. Mrs. Gen. 
McCook, however, who is \quite a good 
French scholar, acted as: interpreter, 
and we got on very well. One of the 
curious incidents of the occasion was 
the bringing in of the captain-general’s 
little grand-daughter. 

This was a baby of five months. It 
was a very pright baby, and took es- 
pecially to Senator Palmer. The Sena- 
tor jumped: it up and down upon his 
knee with all the skill of a grand- 
mother nurse. The baby laughed: at 
him, and, strange to say, stuck to him 
throughout the visit, and would have 
nothing to do with the other gen- 
tlemen of the party. I don’t remem- 
ber that Senator Sherman made any 
advances, and, indeed, it was my im- 
presssion that he was rather afraid to 


so, though he did drink a “toast to 


the mother of the baby. at the din- 
ner, when it was stated fhat, though 
the little one was Spanish, she had 
been born in New York. In company 
with the captain-general we _ visited 
his stables, where his two magnificent 
Arabian horses were brought out, and 
put through their paces, to the delight 
of the Senators. That night we came. 
again to the captain-general’s house to 
a reception and dance, where we met 
the leading people of the city. 

A NARROW ESCAPE FROM KID- 

NAPPING. 

During our stay in Havana arrange- 
ments were made to visit some of the 
large sugar plantations of the island. 
It was planned that we should start 
out early one morning and go toa 
plantation quite a distance away from 
Havana. This lantation was in a 
istrict, and, for some 
reason or other, at the last moment the 
plans were changed and another sug&ar 
estate selected. We afterward learned 
that a band of brigands had made all 
their arrangements to capture Senator 
Sherman and his party and hold them 
for ransom. This seems almgst in- 
credible, but there is little dotbt but 
that the danger was a serious oné, and 
that had we made the trip we weuld 
have been attacked and probably cap- 
tured. The brigands, of course, did not 


‘understand the serious thing they were 
about to attempt. 


They were an ig- 


~+norant set- of desperate men, and, had 
not our plans been changed... they 


might have perpetrated such an outrage 
as would have brought about great in- 
ternational complications. Senator 
Sherman seldom refers to this matter, 
but I have reason to think that he 
appreciates the fact that Ris liberty, 
and possibly his life, had a narrow es- 
cape that day. |

WHAT SHERMAN THOUGHT OF 
CUBA. 


Gensier Sherman did not think much 
of the Cubans at this time. We saw 
on all sides of us evidences of ignor- 
ance and incapacity and also of Span- 
ish oppression. The Senator was struck 
with the monetary condition of ‘the 
country. We could get twelve Cuban 
dollars for five American ones and we 
were told that the gold of Cuba was 
then about 6 per cent. below the value 
of our American greenbacks. All the 
silver money that we got had been 
punched or clipped. The country was 
already deeply in debt, and the taxes, 
we were told, were very heavy. 

In speaking. about Cuba, the Senator 
then said: “The country is in a de- 
plorable condition. I judge from what 
A heard from - intelligent American- 
Cubans living there, and even the 
Spanish themselves, that the island is 
in a condition of ill-suppressed ‘revolt. 
The natives are nearly to a* man in 
favor of annexation ‘to us. Their con- 
dition is indeed pitiable. No serfs jn 


Russia were ever greater slaves than | | 


the Cubans are to Spain. The reve- 
nue they must raise yearly for Spain, 
and for which they get no benefit what- 
ever except the name of a national 
protection and aegis of a flag,-.is $16,- 
000,000. They have no self-government 
of any kind. From captain-general 
down to tide waiter at the docks, the 
official positions are held by Spaniards. 
I venfure to say not 4a single native 
Cuban holds an oflfice or receives pub- 
lic emolument.— ln 
000,000 sent annually to Spain Cuba has 
to pay the salaries of all the Spanish 
horde fastened upon her.” 
WE DON’T WANT CUBA. 
During this same interview he was 
asked as to the_annexation of Cuba by 
the. United States and whether the 
native planters, the wealthier classes, 
favored it. His reply at this time, in- 
asmuch as he quotes it in.his book, is 
probably his: opinion today. Here is 
what he said: “Yes, IT-am told the 
planters are anxious for annexation, 
but I do not think we, want Cuba. as 
an appendage of the United States. I 
would not favor annexation. In spite 
of the drains upon her, Cuba is enor- 
mously rich in resources, and is a 
large consumer of our products, on 
which at present the heaviest Spanish 
duties rest. What I would favor 
would be a_ reciprocity treaty with 
Spain as to Cuba, so that we might 
send our goods there instead of fore- 
ing the Cubans to buy 
France and Germany. We could do 
the island much more good by trading 
with her on an equal basis than we

CONSTABLE BRANSCOM SHOT DO- 
MINQUEZ, BUT NOT OFFICIALLY. 


‘Judge Shaw Sastains the Defend- 
ants Demurret on the Ground 
That Branscom Did not Shoot in 

the Performance of His Duty. 


= 


Judge Lucien Shaw delivered an opin- 
ion yesterday in the suit for damages 
brought by 6f@-—Manuel Dominguez 
Branscom, 
sustaining the latter’s demurrer to the 
complaint. The trouble between Brans- 
com and Dominguez occurred at Cala- 
basas, where, during a squabble over 
a spring of water, Branscom arrested_ 
Dominguez, and shot him with his pis- 
tol. Dominguez brought suit recently 
to recover possession of the _ spring, 
and the case was decided against him. 

This suit was an action on the offi- 
cial bond of a constable. The com- 
plaint alleges that after arresting 
Dominguez, on a warrant, and while 
detaining him in custody thereon, 
Branscem, “acting in his official ca- 
pacity as constable, and in virtue of 
his office, and in violation of his offi- 
cial duty to protect Deminguez as his 
prisoner, and treat him humanely,” 
abused and injured him by striking him 
on the head and shooting him, caus- 
ing him serious personal injury... 

The court says: “If, while engaged: 
in the performance of any act in con- 
nection with the arrest which, by vir- 
tue, or under color, of his office, the 
Constable might or could do, he ex- 
ceeded the bounds of’ such official duty 
and committed injurfes on- Dominguez 
greater than reasonably appeared to be 
necessary to effect the lawful object, 
he and his sureties are liable on his 
official bond for the damage caused. 
But if, while Dominguez was in his 
custody, Branscom, not pretending to 
act officially, nor by means of any 
advantage of his official position, but 
of his own personal ill-Will, injured 

ominguez, it would be a mere per- 

nal tort for which he is. not liable 
officially.

, added to what has been said .of their

iron ore, and necessary fluxing all lay- ane 


\ing -side by side, makes it possible 
to manufacture iron as cheaply here 
\as any place on earth; from this point 
, cheap coke can be had for smelting 
‘purposes, and iron for manufacturing 
(purposes. After leaving the iron and 
coal fields of Utah the line will pass 
(through the very noted rich gold, silver 
_ and lead mines of Southern Nevada. 
‘It was in the years 1855 and 1856 and 
during the Mormon war that not only 
“did Johnson’s army get their supply 
\ot lead here for ammunition, but some 
‘12,000 pounds of lead was hauled by 
‘wagon to Salt Lake City; all produced 
‘from the old Potosi mine, and smelted 
in a crude Mexican furnace, using wood 
for fuel. Among the most ‘noted mines 
jin Southern Nevada are the Ivanpaugh, 
(which has produced several million dol- 
(lars, mostly silver; the Keystone gold 
jmine, now in litigation, which. pro- 
duced very rich gold ore yielding $6000 
‘to $8000 per car at Pueblo and Denver 
\smelters, besides $10,000 to $20,000 gold 
bullion per month. 

The Lewis and Speer mine, near Key- 
_stone, a new property, shows an aver- 
‘age value of $168 per ton, gold, silver 
and copper. The Good Springs gold, 
copper and lead mines will be large 
‘producers of high-grade ore. Large ore 
bodies now developed in the Tam 
‘O’Shanter group, the Coliseum, Copper 
‘World, and .others, will all make big 
shippers. To the north of Good Springs 
‘is the Montgomery camp. The princi- 
pal mines are owned and worked by 
‘Salt Lake people. These mines yielding 
(very high-grade gold ore, and mostly 
free milling. This property has yielded 
handsome profits to its owners. To the 
west of Good Springs is located the 
‘Resting Springs group of mines,’ upon 
which several thousand feet of devel- 
opment work has been done. In an early 
day a smelter was erected and run very 
successfully, using charcoal for fuel, 
hauling it some thirty miles from 
Charlston Mountains. This property 
alone can produce thousands of tons of 
good gold, silver and lead ores. 

Immediately to the west of Resting 
Springs we come to the lower end of 
the Panamint country, which, no doubt,.

The Panamint mine, worked by Sena- 
tor Jones and others, turned out mil- 
lions. The Confidence mine, owned by 
Salt Lake people, has had a fine plant 
ef machinery placed on the property, 
and is now in readiness to push work. 
The old Amargosa mine, probably one 
of the.oldest and-most noted gold mines 
of the’ country, which was worked 
many, years ago, though under many 
difficulties and to great disadvantage, 
it being necessary to build forts to pro- 
tect the men from the Indians, who 
were very troublesome, killing many 
of the miners and finally burning the 
mill. Notwithstanding all this, the 
mine with the crude methods then 
used for .extracting the gold, yielded 
many hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
and produced some of the richest gold 

on the Pacific Coast. This property 
after laying idle for many years, from 
adverse circumstances, is now being 
worked by Los Angeles people, who 
soon expect to make the old mine as 
popular and even more productive than 
it was formerly. Active work has been 
commenced, and a camp of considerable 
size started. 

The Panamint country in most 
places has plenty of water and fuel, 
and can well boast of some of the larg- 
est veirs and richest ores of the coun- 
try. It is not over estimating when 

is said that there is millions of tons 


{ of mineral waiting for some means of 


transportation and working in this dis- 
trict. With the building of the Salt 
Lake Railroad, not only will it open 
up this vast mineral country, and show 
some of the richest mines of the world, 
' but it will be a great source of revenue 
and wealth,to Los Lngeles, which must 
soon become a mining center for a 
vast country, the richness and extent 
ef which is but yet little known.

Washington advices indicate that 
the Ways and Means Committee of 
the House of Representatives has 
practically completed the new Tariff 
Bill, and that it will be ready for 
submission to the extra session of 
Congress early this week—possibly 
on Tuesday, the day following the con- 
vening of the extra session. >. 
hoped and expected that the House 
will finish its consideration of the 
bill and send it to the Senate by the 
middle of April. The further hope is 
entertained by the friends 
measure that it will pass the Senate 
before the close of the fiscal year, 
which ends with June 30. : 

It is sincerely to be hoped that this 
programme may be carried through 
without facticyus opposition from any 
source. So far as the House is con- 
cerned, there is no doubt that’ the 
plan can be carried out, for the Re- 
publican majorityin.that body is 
large enough to enact Republican 
legislation without-let or hindrance. 
In the Senate the case is different. 
The opposition can, by uniting, block 
any and all legislation. But it is re- 
ported that the opposition has gra- 
ciously consented to allow the tariff 
bill to pass, after full debate. The 
necessity for prolonged debate is not 
apparent: but a certain amount of 
Senatcrial eloquence can be tolerated, 
if cnly the bill be passed before the 
close cf the fiscal year. It is desir- 
able that, if possible, the new tariff 

shall go into operation with the be- 
ginning of the next fiscal year. - Its 
effects upon the revenues and. the 
business interests of the country can 
in that case be accurately and care- 


fully computed.

“It is estimated that ift 
passes in substantially 
form it will increase the annual reve- 
nues of the government by from $60,- 
000,000 to $70,000,000 per year. This 
-jnerease will be in large 
rived from duties on sugar, wool, 
lumber, and other commodities which 
are imported in large quantities. The 
1ucreased duties will be . judiciously 
distributed, so that such burdens as 
they impose will not fall heavily upon 
any class of consumers; “while the 
Denefits of the protection which the 
law wil! afford -will be distributed to 
all sections of the country and to all 
lines of business. 
_ The prosperity of the nation, for 
the next four years at least, will de- 
pend to a. very large extent upon 
the passage of this protective tariff 
bill. It is to be hoped that it ~ will 
“be allowed to pass the Senate with- 
out serious opposition. The friends 
of protection are justly entitled to a 
free and fair opportunity to put their 
theories into practice. The country 
is languishing for the lack of favor- 
able business conditions. ‘The treas- 
ury is sorely in need of increased 
revenue. If the Republican doctrine 
- be sound, the enactment of the. new 
tariff will in a large measure restore 
prosperity and increase the national 
revenues by the amount needed to 
meet the current expense of the gov- 
All classes desire the accomplish- 
ment of these results. The Repub- 
lican party offers a definite soliition 
of the problem, and has unbounded 
faith in its efficacy. By every con- 
sideration of justice and expediency, 
Republican administration is en- 
“titled to a fair opportunity to put 
its theories and principles to the test 
of actual experience.

The Secre- 
tary of War, it seems, was without a 
correct understanding of the real sit- 
uation, and had assumed that in a 
case which involved the expenditure 
of so large a sum of money as $3,00U,- 
000, the protest of: Huntington, Frye 
and Morgan must be considered. But 
Secretary Alger no longer lacks defin- 
ite and correct information as to 
the status of this matter. Senators 
Perkins and White have taken pains 
to furnish him with the requisite data, 
and his misapprehensions are no 
doubt removed. There is reason to 
hope and to believe that the construc- 
tion of the harbor at San Pedro will 
begin at an early date, without further 
hitch. 


The people of Los Angeles and of 


{San Pedro are under renewed obliga- 


tions to Senators White and Per- 
kins for their prompt action in check- 
mating the schemes of the old repro- 
bate, Huntington.

‘DOMESTIC V8, FOREIGN TRADE. 


Some of the opponents of suitable 
protection for citrus fruits | dwell 
| with more or less dolefulness upon 
the loss which they say the United 
States, and more especially the East, 
will ‘suffer should Italy boycott this 
country as a consequence of an ad- 
vance in our tariff rates. There is 
no force whatever in their conten- 
tion, Italy buys Americap products, 
sO far as she buys them at all, be- 
cause she needs them and prefers 
them to the products of other coun- 
tries. Staly does not buy our prod- 
ucts simply because we buy her or- 
anges and lemons. She would not 
stop buying our products if we stopped 
buying her citrus fruits. | 

There are some points of dissimi- 
larity between international commerce 
and the swapping of mules, though 
many of our free-trade friends seem 
unable or unwilling to admit. that 
such is the case. 

Even if it were true that an ad- 
vance of duties on oranges and 
lemons would cause a reduction of 
our trade with Italy, such reduction 
would not be a sufficient or conclu- 
sive argument against advancing the 
duties. For better protection would 
stimulate and build up the  fruit- 
growing industry, and this would 
mean the purchase of vast quantities 
of agricultural implements and other 
supplies in the eastern markets. Cal- 
ifornia, alone, could supply the en- 
tire consumption of citrus fruits, 
prunes, olives, etc, in the United 
States, within a few years, if ade- 
quate protection could be assured as 
a permanency. 

‘Such an expansion of our  fruit- 
growing industry would necessitate 
the purchase of great quantities of 
implements and other supplies, thus 
heavily’ increasing our crade with 
eastern manufacturing centers. And 
more than this, the increased pros- 
perity on this Coast would make our 
people better able to purchase arti- 
cles of luxury and necessity, many of 
which would necessarily~ come from 
the older States of the East. 

It is thus apparent that even should 
the country suffer some loss of Italian 
trade by reason of higher duties. on 
imported fruits, such loss would ~ be 
and probably much 
more than compensated, by increased 
trade between the East and the West. 
The transportation companies would 
also be greatly benefited through ‘his | 
increased traffic. Their interests lie 
distinctly and unmistakably with 
those of the fruit-growers, and they 
should assist the cause of the latter 
by all legitimate means within their 
power. 


GERMAN MUNICIPALITIES. 


American newspapers continue to 
devote much attention to the impor- 
tant subject of municipal reform. 


garding the methods adopted by Bu- 
ropean cities. A correspondent of the 
San Francisco Call recently pointed 
out that the cities of Germany, like 
those of France, and to a large ex- 
tent those of Great Britain, are gov- 


pal laws, with only slight modifica- 
tions or additions in a few localities. 
This municipal code has grown up by 
gradual evolution, and has finally be- 
come a successful working system. 
The one great underlying principle in 
all cases is the municipal management 
of «all public interests, generally 
through municipal.ownership, and al- 
ways by absolute subordination t0 
municipal authority, of all the public 
utilities, every one of which is made 
a liberal producer of revenues with 
which to pay for public improvements, 
and provide salaries for officials and 
public employés. Any abuse.of the 
private corporate privileges, either in 
excessive charges for service, in de- 
bauching officials, or failure to pay 
liberally in return for. the . use of 
their franchise toward the support of 
the municipal “government, is sure to 
result in public ownership, and the 
total extinction of the private corpora- 
tion. 

One of the most distinguishing fea- 
tures of German municipal govern- 
ment is the length of the tenure of 
office of the few elected officials, and 
the large number of important offices 
filled by trained men, under the civil 
service system, which removes the 
administration of municipal affairs al- 
most entirely out of the domain of 
politics. 

The mayors of many of the leading 
cities of Germany are life incumbents, 
while those of other cities are chosen 
for thirteen-year terms. There is 
thus no wild struggle between the 
professional politicians and the cor- 
porations every two years to capture 
the government and rob the city of 
valuable franchises. Albert Shaw, in 
his work entitled “Municipal Govern- 
ment in Europe,” says: 

“There are no limits whatever to 
the municipal functions in German 
conceptions of the city government. 
It is the business of the municipality 
to promote in.every possible way its 
own welfare and the welfare of its 
citizens.’ It even ‘holds itself -re- 
sponsible for providing amusqgment 
‘and the means of recreation.’  In- 
deed, ‘municipal life in Germany has 
been reduced to a science,’ Utility 
is the watchword. On page 3398 we 
learn that Berlin has even turned its 
drainage works, like its water works 
and gas works, into a productive en- 
terprise. ‘The fertilizing./value of 
the sewage is so great, and the ad- 
ministration of the municipal farms, 
embracing an area of thirty square 
miles, is so superb, that within .a 
very few years the investment, which 
cost 30,000,000 marks, will have be- 
come enormously profitable.’ ”’

Daniel J. Coughlin, who died in 
San Francisco a’ day or two ago, at 
the well-rounded age of 60 years, was 
hero of an almost’ forgotten 
episode. In 1872 he was chief en- 
gineer of the old steamer Continental, 
which brought the Mercer colony of 
marriageables to Puget Sound and 
was afterward sold to Ben Holladay. 
The latter always had some _ other 
use for his money when his_ ships 
really stood in need of repairs; and 
hence it was no special wonder that 
he lost three vessels inside of - five 
years. Before leaving San Francisco 
Mr. Coughlin had notified Mr. Holla- 
day of the bad condition of the ship’s 
boilers and told him that if’ she 
encountered a heavy gale, she was 
liable to blow up in the attempt to 
carry steam enough to keep her head 
to the sea. Despite this warning the 
Continental went to sea and was sunk 
near Cape San Lucas. Dan Coughlin 
and Capt. Dall were the last two of- 
ficers to leave the ship after having 
saved all the passengers. Dall died 
about eight years ago.

Time passes quickly; the end of the

members with much to accomplish are 
impatient of delay, so that legislation 
is pressing forward rapidly. In fact, 
certain propositions have been put to a 
vote so rapidly and killed that their 
advocates have been dissatisfied and 
motions to reconsider have been nu- 
merous. Emmons of Bakersfield, for 
instance, had three notices of recon- 
sideration to carry out Wednesday 
night, and a hard time he had in doing 
it, the bear garden turning loose on 
him and all but howling him down. But 
then, the propositions which he was 
advocating were relative to the ap- 
pointment of a commission to examine 
a site for a new State prison, an 
amendment to the State Constitution 
providing for a kind of initiative and 
referendum and female suffrage, so it 
is no wonder the “push” howled. Mo- 
tions to reconsider are seldom popular, 
and Caminetti introduced a resolution 
that debate on such motions should be 
limited to five minutes on each side of 
the question. 

Moving the previous question to shut 
off long talks is another method of hur- 
rying forward the work of the session, 
and here, inthe Assembly, Capt. Cross 
shines forth’ preéminent. In fact, he, 
sometimes gets in the way of his own 
idea and springs his motion at untimely 
intervals. The latest effort of his of 
this. kind was Thursday forenoon dur- 
ing Shanahan’s talk on the Income-tax 
Bill of which the gentleman from Shasta 
The fairness of the 
‘Assembly was shown by the action of 


the Republicans in.voting..to give 


Shanahan an extension of time. The 
gentleman from Shasta had his little 
fling at the opposition when he_ re- 
marked ironically that the Assembly 
could spend three or four hours on a 


‘bill making chicken-stealing a felony, 


but a proposition to bring in a bfllion 
and a half dollars in additional taxes 
without injustice to any one, was a 
matter on which it was necessary to 
have an extension of time. 

The Assembly lost nothing by the 
courtesy shown to Mr. Shanahan, on 
the contrary, it had the pleasure of 
listening «to three or four interestin 
speeches. Mr. Cartwright, a smalh\ 
dark-haired, keen-eyed member from 
Malaga, Fresno county, formerly a 


school teacher, but,now secretary of. 
an dssociation of raisin-growers at that 


point, made a remarkable speech, which 
won him the close attention of the 
whole House. “Individualism was all 
right, he declared, if it has a string 
to it.

to establish a free public market on the’ 


water-front of San Francisco. From 
what has been dropped from time to 
time it would seem there is a wheel 
Within a wheel on this bill, and it was 


was 
“buggy.” The bill in itself is appar- 
ently innocent enough, but it is in the 
handling and amending of if that the 


funny business Comes in. 
Goodall, Perkins & Co. are now using 


a large space between the Jackson-* 


street wharf, where most of the fresh 
fruit comes in by Sacramento River 
steamers, and Pacific-street wharf. This 
space belongs to the State, but is leased 
by the firm named at a small rental. 
It is here that the proposed site is to 
be located, and the firm is understood 
to be opposed to the bill for that rea- 
son. North of Alameda voiced the op- 
position to the bill at the outset, and 
Shanahan raised the,point about Per- 
kins’s objections.’ Leavitt here came to 
North’s support, whereupon Caminetti 
charged jhim with having fought Per- 
kins in eaucus. Leavitt emphatically 
denied the assertion, and demanded 
that his words be taken down, but 
nothing came of it, Caminetti speak- 
ing to the bill. It is said that Leavitt 
was originally against Perkins, but 
after the latter’s managers had assisted 
him in his campaign for the Legisla- 
ture he came here in harmony with 
the rest of the Alameda delegation, all 
of whoni save Breiling were for the 
present Senator. Breiling was a Short- 
ridge man, but got into line before 
the vote, 
The debate on this Free-market Bill 
was a complex one, and the second 
thread of the skein, which was tangled 
in with the other proposition, was the 
two amendments of Clark of Niles, 
one striking out a provision which vir- 
tually limited the car-trackage to 
lines bringing perishable products to the 
city, and the other set aside for such 
trackage and car sheds lands adjoining 
the market which belong to the State 
and may not now be producing reve- 
nue to the State. These amendments 
were adopted, but Toland secured a re- 
consideration and knocked out 
last one on the ground that this bill, 
if it became a law, would be a perma- 
nent act, and the word “now” wou!ld 
be an anachronism which would pre- 
vent Harbor Commissioners from sub- 
sequently choosing the best lands. It 
is understood that, despite objections 
raised, the Perkins people are not op- 
posed to the amendments, 
The third little twist in the tangled

skein came in the shape of an- amend- 
ment from Price of Sonoma, giving 
commission men an equal chance in the 
market with producers. Here was the 
real issue in’ the fight over the bill, 


crisscross from the other two corners 
of the three-cornered controversy. And 
thereby hangs a tale for which there 
is good authority. Some weeks ago the 
Assembly Committee on Commerce and 
Navigation was invited by the. Harbor 
Commissioners to inspect the docks 
and seawall at San Francisco. It went, 
Price went, Colman and Chadbourne 
were along, but Cole was not. Howard 
Holmes, chief engineer of the Harbor 
Board, was also of the party. , During 
the inspection of the watér front the 
free-market idea was discussed. and 
Chadbourne said to one of the party, 
and subsequently reiterated his state- 
ment in Price’s presence: ‘See here, 
you don’t know the difficulties to be 
met in inducing these fellows in the 
commission business to agree to any- 
thing. Forty men would want space 
No. 1, and sixty men stall No. 5, and 
so on. It would be impossible to get 
them to agree.” Ryan, Pohlmann and 
Godfrey of the party acknowledged that 
if there was such a. prospect as that 
there was no use of thinking of passine 
the bill, and Colnon, whom Budd made 
chairman of the Harbor Commissioners, 
chipped in, saying: “Hell, no; we 
don’t want any free market on the 
water front.” 

On the way back from San Quentin 
Prison in a tugboat, the committee dis- 
cussed the bill and decided to report it 
back adversely. Price joined in the 
talk on the subject and acquiesced in 
the committee’s decision. When the 
committee returned to Sacramento and 
resumed its sittings, it became a diffi- 
cult matter to get Price to attend the 
meetings, it is said, and his mind on the 
Free-market Bill appeared to made up. 
But there came a change. Senator 
Hall’s bill, as it .passed the Senate 
amended, barred out commission mer- 
chants, and on February 27 Price re- 
ceived the following telegram: 

“Farmers’ Institute, Sonoma county, 
now in session, says support Cutter 
bill; oppose Senate bill amendment 
Free-market Bill shutting out commis- 
sion merchants, as that will virtually 
kill the act.

Price, I am told, declared that unless 
he had further instructions from his 
people he would not act in accordance 
with the telegram, and I am also in- 
formed that a subsequent dispatch 
asked him not to support the bill. Nev- 
ertheless, when Hall’s measure came 
over from the Senate, Price, as chair- 
man of the Committee on Agriculture, 
asked that the bill be referred to his 
committee, though, as a matter of fact, 
it should go to the Committee on Com- 
merce and Navigation. It was so re- 


it back .favorably. The amendment 
which he offered Thursday afternoon, 
and which was voted down, was as fol- 
‘lows:

He had not proceeded very 
far before Houghton of Corning arose 
and challenged his statements, He. de- 
manded to know if Price was not acting 
contrary to what he had stated to the 

mittee, and denied that the pro- 
“lucers were insisting on the amend- 
ment. A wordy battle followed which 
ended -py Hou "demanding that 
Price produce another telegram which 
he had received. This apparently si- 
lenced the friend of Sonoma-county 
chickens, for he did not reply and soou 
closed his speech. Inasmuch as Mr. 
Houghton has not opened his head a 
dozen times this-session except to vote, 
his appearance on the floor caused 
something of a sensation and everybody 
is agog with curiosity to know what 
that telegram contains. The word “tel- 
egram,” since. “Little Friend” ,Clunie— 
so Morehouse calls him—first sprung 
it on the Examiner investigators, 
has a suspicious sound and makes 
the legislature prick up its ears. I 
think I can safely say that this tele- 
‘gram contained the intimation that

Sen- 
ator Braunhart’s bill covering this ex- 
change unanimously passed the Senate, 
but was killed in the Assembly, and 
objections were made to the second 
reading of Treacy’s ill, but it went 
over until Friday. 

The object of the Harbor Commis- 
sioners in seeking to make this ex- 
change is to secure @ base for a pro- 
posed bridge for foot-passengers across 
Market street from the new ferry de- 


way to the ferry for the Sacramento- 
street cars than by swinging around 
the dangerous curve of the gore.

THE SUPREME COURT. 
Eight Decisions of Interest 
Southern California, 3 

Eight decisions were received here 
Yesterday from the Supreme Court, de- 
ciding appeals from the Superior 
Courts of Southern California. 

In the case of Margaret J. Barry, ad- 
ministratrix of the estate of J. M. Lit- 
pe appellant, against St. Joseph’s 

ospital and Sanitarium of the Sisters 
of Mercy et al., respondents, the judg- 


}-ment of the lower court was affirmed. 


The suit was instituted in San Diego 
to set aside deeds to three pueblo lots 
in that city, which Little, during his 
lifetime, had executed in favor of the 
hospital. The plaintiff’ asked that 
these deeds be declared void on the 
ground that Little, at the time of 
their execution, was an invalid and 
mentally incompetent to'transact busi- 
ness, 
gave them the property for a note for 
$500 and an agreement that they 
should take care of him for the rest of 
his life. The Supreme Court held that 
the transaction was a@ proper one and 
the consideration sufficient. 

The Supreme Court fteversed the 
judgment of the lower court and 
granted the appellant a new trial in 
the case brought by the Santa Monica 
Lumber Company, respondent, against 
J. H. Hege, appellant, and Dr. Wil- 
liam Naumann, defendant. This case 
Was an appeal from the Superior Court 
of this county, and the suit was 
brought to foreclose a lien on Santa 
Monica property for material. Hege 
was the owner of the property and 
Naumann the lessee. After the latter 
had allowed the case to go by default 
the former filed a demurrer, which was 
overruled. The Superior Court de- 
cided that Naumann was liable and 
that a lien against the property would 
be valid if properly executed. 

In the case of R. H. Shoemaker, IT, 
respondent, against David D. Acker, 
appellant, the Supreme Court affirmed 
the decision of, Superior Judge Waldo 
M. York, before whom the case was 
tried. The action was a damage suit 
for $35,000 for breach of a written con- 
tract, and the appeal was taken from 
the verdict of the jury allowing the 
defendant $2000. 

The judgment of the lower court in! 
the suit brought by the Ventura and 
Ojai Valley Railway Company, re- 
spondent, against F. Hartman, appel- 
lant was reversed and the Supreme 
Court directed the Superior Judge of 
Ventura county, before whom the case 
was tried, to sustain the demurrer to 
the complaint. The suit was brought 
to recover certain assessments on the 
capital stock of the company -which 
had been subscribed by Hartman. The 
judgment of the lower court was for 
the company, and the Supreme Court 


. reversed this decision on the ground 


that the company had no right to levy 
an assessment as~ one-fourth of its 
capital stock had not been actually 
subscribed. 

In a similar case in which the same 
compahy was the plaintiff and re- 
spondent and one Collins the defendant 
and appellant, the Supreme Court made 
the same ruling. 

The Supreme Court reversed the 
judgment of the lower court in the 
foreclosure suit brought by the Cali- 
fornia Savings Bank of San Diego, ox 
pellant, against W. Parrish et al., 
spondents, and ordered the 
Court to sustain the démurrer to the 
cross-complaint. In another San Diego 
case, that of Emil Lehnhardt, respond- 
ent, against Frank S. Jennings et al., 

pellants, the juagment of the lower 
gourt was also reversed, and the Su- 
perior Judge instructed to dismiss the 
action. 

The appeal taken by the defendants 
in the case of John Mason against M. 
A, Luce et al., was-to no purpose. The 
suit was brought. to foreclose a mort- 


gage, and the plaintiff obtained a judg- 


ment as prayed for in the Superior 
Court of this county. 


‘LETTERS TO TE THE TIMES. 


Grant at at Vickabera:. 

SAN BERNARDINO, March 10, 1897.- —- 
{To the Editor of The Times:] I read 
with gréat interest Frank G. Carpen- 
ter’s letter entitled “A Boy in Battle,” 
which was published in a recent issue 
of the Sunday Times. The letter is writ- 
ten in the noted corerspondent’s usual 


charming style, and I am 


loth to take issue with him.on certain 
points and phases of the military life 
and history of America’s great chief- 


| tain—Gen. Grant. The letter in question 


purports to have been an interview with 
Col. Fred Grant in New York City. This 
son of the general is reported to have 
given expressions and statements that 
Gen. Grant ran the rebel batteries at 
Vicksburg. To use the colonel’s exact 
language (as reported:) “I was on the 
hurricane deck of one of the gunboats. 
I stood by my father’s side.” 

Now, there are perhaps hundreds of 
old soldiers in Los Angeles wno served 
under Grant at Vicksburg, tnd not one 
of them will assert that the great 
general was so extremely foolish as to 
have put himself in such imminent peril 
as running the batteries which lined 
the frowning hills of Vicksburg. He was 
in command of a great military division 
of the country. All the plans of the im- 
pending campaign, and all the moves in 
the great chess-board of war were to 
be directed by his master hand. The 
running of the rebel batteries,was con- 
sidered extra hazardous, and it would 
have been the height of foliy for the 
commanding general to take such fear- 
ful risks. 

I will call just dne witness on this 
point, and that no less ‘a personage 
than Gen. Grant himself. On page 464 of 
the first volume of Grant’s Memoirs, 
he says: “I witnessed it (the running 
of the batteries) from the deck of a 
river transport, run out into the middle 
of the river, and as low down as it 
was prudent to go.” 

_ Col. Grant is reported as saying that 
“our gunboats were pouring out shot 
and shell at the enemy,” while run- 
ning the batteries. The true history of 
the affair is that the Union gunbcats 


did not fire a shot. The port holes were] 


closed, and every device used to pre- 
vent the entrance of shot from the rebel 
batteries. The whole object was to run 
by the rebel boats and get the gunboats 
and transports below Vicksburg for the 
use and protection of Grant’s army in 
crossing the river. 

Col. Grant is wrong (or Carpenter) 
when he says that a “transport was set 
on fire by a red-hot shot from the War- 
renton battery.” Gen. Grant, in’ his 
book, says: ‘“‘The Henry Clay (a trans- 
port) was disabled and deserted by her 
crew. Soon after a.shell burst in the 
cotton packed about the boilers, set the 
vessel on ‘fire and burned her to the 
water’s edge.”’ 

The truth is in a literal sense, no 
‘red-hot shot’’ were fired during the 
running of the batteries, and the War- 
renton battery was ten miles below 
Vicksburg. 

In the Grant-Carpenter interview the 
former is reported as having staid that 
during the naval battle at Grand Gulf 
he ‘“‘was with his father on a tugboat, 
and we were steaming in and out 
among the gunbgats during the firing.” 
In Gen. Grant’s book TI find this ac- 
count of the Grand Gulf battle: “I oc- 
cupied a tug from which I could see the 
effect of the battle on both sides, within 
range of the guns; but a small tug 
without armament was not conculated 
to attract the fire of batteries while 
they were being assailed themselves.” 

Here, again, Grant was exercising 
that prudence required of a command- 
ing general in the field. 

I never heard that Col. Fred Grant. 
was wounded until I read the Carpen- 
ter-interview, and I do not now. believe 
that he was ever touched by rebel shot 
or shell. In Grant’s book he: speaks of 
Fred being with him, but nowhere says 
one word about wounds received by his 
son. I am sure that every reader of The 


Times will agree with me: that Gen.

the larger cities of Central and Eastern 
Hitherto the trade of this place has 
been-by water, it not having any rail- 
way facilities. The ubiquitous burro 
has been the only other means of com- 
munication between this and the inter- 
ior. Yet, and notwithstanding that, it 
has had to rely solely-on ‘its water com- 
munication; it has never had a harbor, 
in the true sense of the word.. The bay 
on which it is situated, while being a 
fine, broad expanse of water, is 80 ex- 
posed as to make it at all times of the 
year more or less dangerous: for large 
vessels, nor has it ever had any docks 
or wharves at which deep-sea-going 
vessels or steamers could land. These 
are obliged to anchor out in the stream; 


‘passengers have to be taken to and 


from them in small boats and all 
freight fons or coming has to be 
lightered. But all that is now going to 


be changed, so that for Mazatlan, at. 


least, it is no longer going to be a case 
of the everlasting mafiana, | 

Some time ago it was stated in a 
short press dispatch from the City of 
Mexico that the government had de- 
cided on the construction of a harbor at 
Mazatlan and for that purpose had ap- 


| propriated $10,000,000 (Mexican) to de- 


fray the cost. The statement was pre- 


}| Mature, but to the extent only of stat- 


ing that an appropriation for that pur- 
pose had actually been made. That 


sum, nor any other sum, has, yet been. 


appropriated, for the reason that the 
government has been waiting for the 
necessary surveys to be made in order 
to determine the most desirable place 
at which to locate the breakwater 
which it is proposed to’ build. When 
these surveys ‘are completed plans and 
specifications will be submitted and ap- 
proved, the amount of the appropriation 


be determined. and work on the con- 


struction of the harbor be immediately 


‘begun. 


_As further evidence of the sincerity 
of the government to carry out this 
great work it may be stated that it has 
already let the contract for it, subject 
to such modifications as the final sur- 
veys may render advisable, to Edward 
K. Smoot, an American engineer, the 
same who had the contract from the 
United States government for the con- 


|} struction of the harbor at Galveston,

Tex., and which he has just completed. 
Mr. Smoot is chief engineer of the Hy- 
drographic Commission of Mexico, 
which has in charge the formation of 
plans and projects for the improvement 
of the harbor at Mazatlan. The com- 
mission was instructed some time ago 
by the Mexican government to  pre- 
pare plans for a port of the first class 
which would furnish absolute seourity 
from the elements and give a depth of 
water sufficient to permit vessels of the 
deepest draught to approach. the 
wharves without danger or delay. 

: Your correspondent called on Mr. 
Smoot, who has been here “or several 
weeks past, and in conversation ob- 
tained from him some definite Informa- 
tion respecting this important work. In 
reply to a question, he said that the 
government had granted him the con- 
tract for the construction of a break- 
water at this port, and that surveys 
to determine the most desirable site 
for it had been going on for some time 
and were still being made. When _ the 
surveys were completed and reports of 
them submitted to the government the 
latter would then decide where it should 
be built. The work will be done un- 
der the auspices of the government, 
represented by a supervising engineer, 
who, as is customary in government 
contracts, both in this country and the 
United Statés, will be constantly pres- 
ent to see that the material used and 
character of construction are in accord 
with the terms of the contract. 


I have characterized the statement | 


which was published some time ago 
that an appropriation of $10,000,000 had 
been actually made by the government 
as. premature. The error arose no 
doubt in the fact that in the prelim- 
inary report submitted to the govern- 
ment respecting the feasibility of the 
construction of a breakwater and prob- 
able cost of the same, the sum of $10,- 
000,000. was mentioned. Mr. Smoot, 
however, informed me that the amount 
had not yet been fixed by the govern- 
‘ment, that it might be less or morte, 
the cost being depéiident on the site 
which the government would selcet. 
Until, therefore, that much !s settled, 
and it will not nor cannot be eettled 
until the surveys now being made are 
completed, and the report un them 
submitted to the government, no defi- 


pee statement of cost can be made. I 
asked Mr. Smoot if he could say what 


likely select for the breakwater. He 
romptly answered that he did not 
now, that the selection of the place 
was entirely and solely within the 
province of the government, and that 
it would be presumptuous on his part 
to express any opinion on the matter. 
“But,”” he added, “I don’t mind say- 
ing that just as soon as the gouvern- 
ment has made a selection the work of 
building will be immeditaely begun.’’ 
He further said that he did not think 
the government would delay its deci- 
sion; that, in fact, there was every 
probability work on the conStruction 
of the breakwater would be commenced 


whole work would be completed within 
three years from the present time. 


I mentioned above that Mr. Smoot, 
to whom the government has awarded 
the contract for the harbor at this 
place, is the same who had the con- 
tract from the. United States govern- 
ment for the construction of the har- 
bor at Galveston, Tex. He showed me 
the figures in the official report from 
Washington of the cost of that work. 
They totaled up to a little over $8,000,- 
000 (gold.) J. F. O'Connor of Galves- 
ton, who was associated with him in 
constructing that harbor, is also asso- 


lan. While the cost of this latter will 
not be as great, in all probability, as 
that of Galveston, it will, none the less, 
be when completed equally as big a 
piece of work, the difference in cost 
being largely accounted for in. the 
greater cheapness of labor here.

NATIONAL FINANCES. Following 
up its communications, answering a 
number of questions propounded in re- 
gard to proposed reforms in the na- 
ticnal financial system, the Investor, 
in its latest issue, publishes the fol- 
lowing replies from John M. Cc. Mar- 
ble: 

“First—Whichever metal is most sta- 
ble in value should be the standard 
measure of values. 

“Second—Banking should be done by 
the people. Any neighborhood that 
can raise $10,000 or $20,000 capital should 
be free to establish its own bank on 
as liberal terms as the largest institu- 
tions. 

“Third—The most. stable currency 
will be found to be national bank notes, 
curreney issued by the people’s banks. 
Currency isssued by ‘the government- 
is more subject to the whims of poli- 
tics than needs of business. 

“Fourth—Government should permit 
the issue of currency by banks to the 
market value of their bonds, and put a 
tax on naticnal banks sufficient to 
create a fund to pay at once on fail- 
ure, all obligations of a failing bank. 
making deposits as safe as national 
bank bills have proved themselves the 
last thirty-four years. 

“Fifth--When the government debt 
is greatly reduced, ‘it will be time 
enough t. take up the consideration of 
other security for bank notes and enter 
on experiments. 

“Sixth-—-Notes of small national banks 
under present law are as good as any. 
In fact, one never now inquires whether 
a note is on a bank broken“or going. 
All are equally current. Men in busi- 
ness prior to 18638 know well the value 
of present systems over former ones.”

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

BEET-SUGAR FACTORIES AND 
THE FARMERS. The San Francisco 

Chronicle recently published the follow- 
ing editorial, on its agricultural page, 
in regard to the sugar-beet situation at 
Chino. If the beet-sugar business is to 
receive liberal support from the govern- 
‘ment, it is scarcely necessary to say 
that those who cultivate the beets 
should be assured of receiving a fair 
share of the bounty, or duty, which is 
to be Bete by the present admin- 
istration. Before the press of the State 
joins in inviting people to come to Cal- 
ifornia to enter into the business of 
growing sugar beets, there must be a 
reasonable assurance that these people 
will be fairly dealt with. 

In connection with the following arti- 
cle, it may be mentioned that Manager 
Burr of the Alvarado sugar facfodry, 
writes to a Napa-county farmer that in 
1888 it cost $6 to work a ton of beets, 
while in 1896 the cost was only $2 per 
ton. Yet, so far as The Times is aware, 


the beet-growers of California are not} 


receiving any more for their product in 
1897 than they did in 1888: are 

‘“‘The beet-growers on the Chino ranch 
have taken up their fight with the sugar 
factory just where they left it off a 
year ago. Between the completion of 
the harvest and the beginning. of plant- 
ing the normal condition of the Chino 
growers seems to be that of warfare 
with the factory authorities. On the 
contrary, at neither of the northern fac- 
tories has there ever been any such dis- 
agreement between the growers and the 
manufacturers as to attract the atten- 
tion of the public. There must be some 
reason for this. It is not at all likely 
that it is with the farmers. Rural 
communities are much alike, and con- 
ditions which tend to peace in one lo- 
cality are almost certain to satisfy the 
farmers in another. For the perennial 
war which exists at Chino we have 
heard two opposite reasons. assigned. 
We have heard it claimed on the one 
hand ‘that the location is not such as 


render profitable beet-growing pos-| 


sible, the quality of the beets being 
good, but the possible average tonnage 
not large enough to make the business 
profitable to °% growers. The result of 
this is claimed to be a large number of} 
growers who cannot make ends “meet, 
and who attribute their poor returns to 
the sharp practice of the factory. On 
the other hand, it has-been claimed 
that the Oxnards have become involved 
with two factories in Nebraska, which 
they are running at a loss, and that 
they are forced to grind the farmers at 
the profitable end of the line in order to 
recoup their losses incurred under the 
unfavorable conditions of the eastern 
State; and furthermore, that the run- 
ning expenses of the Oxnard factories 
are made unreasonably large by reason 
of the enormous salaries of the princi- 
pal officers, all of which is to the disad- 
vantage of the grower. . : 
“As to the truth of either of the con- 
tentions we know nothing, and express 
no opinion. We merely state them as 
urrent expressions of opinion among 
those well informed in the business. The 
fact remains that there is a chronic 
state of warfare which does not exist 
at. other factories, and there must be 
a’ reason for it, and this reason is not 
likely to be found in any difference of 
character in the growers. 
“Tt is needless to say that our sympa- 
thies are with the farmers. We do not 
believe they are conspiring to wrong the 
factories, and we fear that they are not 
conspiring in any effective manner for 
any purpose. But unless they do unite 
they have no earthly chance of success, 
whatever the merits of their case. We 
discussed this subject very thoroughly 
when the war was on a year ago. We 
pointed out then, and renew the state- 
ment, that the united growers, acting 
through a well-supported organization, 
are stronger than any factory. They 
can use their land for other purposes, 
but the factory can be used for noth- 
ing but making sugar. The Chino fac- 
tory, it is claimed, overreached itself 
last year in making contracts for more 
beets than it could work, which, if true, 
Bhows bad management. If, as is also 
claimed, it has shirked the resulting 
loss by refusing beets grown in good 
faith, after keeping them in the ground 
until they were spoiled, words could 
hardly express the infamy of the trans- 
action.. The remedy is a form of con- 
tract whieh will prevent. the possibility 
of its repetition. Such change can only 
be got by combined action. This, we 
_Buppose, is not likely. Most of the 
growers are probably in debt to the fac- 
tory or those in its interests. If they 
have got into this condition God help 
‘them! We cannot. They must raise 
beets under such conditions as are im- 
posed, pay up in some other way, or get 
off the land. The man who incurs debt 
to a concern with which he does other 


conditions, it is best t6 present a united 


Pusiness is a slave, Still, even in such 


front. The Lord helps those who try 
to help themselves. Strong inuflences 
would be found on the growers’ side. 
There is a great amount of and for 
sale about Chino, whose owners cannot 
afford to have the place to get a bad 
reputation. Oppression of settlers now 
there will tend to prevent more coming, 
and this would not suit. A unanimous 
union Of growers, proceeding in an or- 
derly way, under competént leadership, 
can make a fair and reasonable con- 
tract with any factory. But the notion 
of united growers dictating terms to 
competing sugar factories is a beauti- 
ful dream and nothing else. The fao- 
tories will work together, either openly 
or secretly.. That is sure. At present 
they present a solid front to a lot of 
competing growers. Our advice to the 
latter is to stop groaning over oppres- 
sion; gird up their loins like men, join 
together and insist on fair contracts or 
no trade.”’

- Joe Bunch Acquitted of the Charge 

of Theft—Sales of Orange Groves.

PASADENA, March ede 
Correspondence.] The preliminary ex- 
amination of Joe Bunch, y the colored 
janitor of the Stowell Block who was 
charged by Dr. Turner with. the theft 
of $70 in money and a goid chain, re- 
sulted in Bunch’s discharge. Justice 
Merriam declared that he believed the 
prisoner entirely innocent of the crime 
imputed to him. 

The trial attracted considerable atten- 
tion as Bunch has been employed by 
many business men of the city to care 
for their offices, and he has been trusted 
as an honest mah. The prosecution was 
conducted by Dist.-Atty. Donnell in 
person and the defendant was repre- 
sented by W. E. Arthur and A. R. Met- 
calfe. Some vigorous sparring between 
the attorneys enlivened the;trial and 
the District Attorney was severely 
scored by Mr. Metcalfe. ™ 

Dr. Turner, the complaining witness, 
related the circumstances of the rob- 
bery, which occurred between the hours 
of 5:15 and 6:20 p.m. last Wednesday. 
The thief effected an entrance to Dr. 
Turner’s office through an adjoining Va- 
cant room. Dr. Turner, however, at 
jirst supposed that access was gained 
through the hall. door of the office, 
which has a Yale lock, and as Bunch 
was.the only person having a duplicate 
key to this lock, Dr. Turner at once sus- 
pected him and caused his arrest. -The. 
only other circumstance to iend color 
to the charge against Bunch was the 
fact that he was aware that Dr. Turner 
kept money in his desk. 

Bunch testified in his own behalf that 
from half past 4 o’clock until ten min- 
utes of 7 on the afternoon when the 
robbery was committed, he was con- 
tinuously engaged in sweeping out. of- 
fices on Raympnd avenue, and he em- 
phatically denied any. knowledge of the 
theft. His alibi was sustaine by the 
evidence of Frank C. Monroe of the 
firm of W. R. Staats & Co., and by two 
colored men who were with Bunch dur- 
ing a part of the time. The defense also 
proved that Bunch was not, as Dr. Tur- 
ner had stated, the only man who knew 
that the doctor kept money in his office: 
Mr. Hodge testified that Dr. Turner had 
taken money from the desk in his pres- 
ence to pay a bill presented by the wit- 
ness. 
The prdsecution had so clearly failed 
to establish a case that the defendant’s 
attorneys suggested to Dist.-Atty. Don- 
nell the propriety ‘of’ dismissing the 
charge, -The, latter. refused, saying 
not. that any person

STORM WATER CAUSES AN INTER-

Important Question Settled by Web- 
sterean Wisdom—Carillo, the 
Knife Wielder, Gets Seven Years, 
Legs are Trumps. 


SAN .BERNARDINO, March 13.— 
[Regular Correspondence.] A very im- 
portant suit is on trial in Department 
Two of the Superior Court that will 
have some bearing, probably, on the 
disposal of storm water, which comes 
down the foothills every winter to the 
detriment of the orchardists. The suit 
was brought by the North Fork Water 
Company against J. S. Edwards.

Wishing 
to protect the canal from this deposit 
annually the company constructed 
aprons or covers for the canal, out of 
red laced them
